Convention Hall, St. Louis, Mo., July 10, 2

dency at daylight Saturday morning, Alton 
B. Parker could not read his title clear until 
after midnight. 

He received,the notification of his nomina- 
tion in his bathing suit: Saturday morning, 
but he donned his pajamas Saturday night 
still uncertain whether he would remain the 
democratic nominee or not, _ 


Remarkable Series of Incidents. 

All this extraordinary delay, resulting tn 
@ most sensational series of conferences and 
a dramatic night session of the democratic’ 
national convention, more spectacular than 
that which had preceded the nomination, 
arose from the candidate’s extreme sensi- 
tivenese for fear he might be misunderstood, 
coupled with an unexpected blundér fn po- 
litical tactics by his trusted lieutenant, Will- 
jam F.. Sheehan. 

Parker Doubly Victorious. 

Denied the privileges of his great victory 
in the convention for ail of a day and halfa 
night, Judge Parker emerged doubly vic- 
torious, stronger than ever, with a vote of 
fully 4 to Lin the convention back of it, and 
after having sustained unscathed the full 
force of the terrific attacks made by William 
Jennings Bryan, and ably seconded by James 
Weaver of Iowa, 

Worth "All the Worry It Cost. 

Sustained by the convention, and fortified 
by the evidence he has given of extraordi- 
nary political high mindedness, Judge Par- 
ker may consider it well worth the anxiety

Williams Flays Nebraskan. 

John Sharp Williams had proceeded to 
take the hide off the wornout Mr. Bryan. 
Standing on the platform. two feet in front 
of him and a little to his right he scored him 
mercilessly for his two speeches. 

“ Harmony, harmony!” sneered Mr. Will- 
iams. “ He talks of harmony, ané he pleads 
for harmony, he weeps for harmony, he cries 
for harmony, and then comes here and 
makes a twenty minute attack on the can- 
didate of our party. He cries for no discord, 
and I want to say that the only note of dis- 
cord heard here tonight is from the gentle- 


‘man from Nebraska.” 


_ Meets Bryan’s Arguments. 

Then Mr. Williams took up Bryan's argu- 
ments one by one, replying to them with 
spirited utterances, bitter invective, biting 
sarcasm. The Mississippian was on his met- 


tle and he fairly quivered with excitement 


and indignation as he shook his finger al- 
most actually in the face of Mr, Bryan. 

*after one excited period he advanced a 
step nearer to the leader of the silver forlorn 
hope and said: “He stands here pretend- 
ing to be a democrat.” Before the full sig- 
nificance of this remark reached the dele- 
gates Mr. Williams evidently thought he 
had gone too far, for he quickly added: 

“ And he is a democrat.” 

Bryan's speech was declared to be full of 
foolish expressions, was described as being 
the work of an artful dodger, who tried to get 
the minds of the people from off the ques- 
tions at issue. 

Let Us Get Rid of Rubbish. 

“Let us get rid of all this rubbish, this 
oratorical raibbish,” was the opening sentence 
of Williams’ appeal for a calm, sane exam-

information received at second hand. 


Soothing Effect of Melody. 


For the purpose of further delaying mat- 
ters and staving off the explosion as long as 
possible, the button controlling the actions

Band Soothes Some More. 

At this juncture, as Sheehan disappeared 
Col. John I. Martin, the extraordinary ser- 
geant at arms of the convention, raised his 
arms above his head in the exact shape of,the 
claws ofa sigantic lobster, this being one of 
his series of now famous signals to the band 
in the gallery opposite, when a crisis was to 
be bridged over.

derstood and fully appreciated the fairness 
of motive which prompted the sending of 
the message. 

- Conference in the Aisle. 

While this. pacific resolution was being 
framed Senator Carmack of Tennessee, to 
whom the sensational] telegram printed in the 
afternoon Hearst’s paper was supposed to 
be addressed, made his way to the platform. 
Meanwhile John Sharp Williams, Gov. Var- 
daman, Billy Sheehan, Tillman, Bailey, and 
a half dozen others were gathered in the 
center aisle, and were given an oppor- 
tunity to look over the original telegram from 
Judge Parker to Sheehan. 

They made their way in a body to the 


chairman’s desk, and there was an excited, 


whispered conversation between Champ 
Clark, Senator Carmack, Senator Bailey, 
end Senator Tillman. Before the resolu- 
tions committee came into the hall Sheehan 
had been sitting just at the entrance to the 
delegates’ section. 


Sheehan Picture of Despair. 

If ever a man was the picture of despair, 
that man was Sheehan. His head was bowed 
in his hahds, he shook with emotion, and he 
seemed to have lost absolute contro] of him- 


. self, as well as of the situation. 


The conference on the stage was largely 
brought about by the uncompromising atti- 
tude of Senator Tillman. He talked with his 
characteristic vehemence to Champ Clark, 
shook his hand in his face, and insisted on a 
radical settlement of the extraordinary sit- 
uation. 


Tillman in a Rage. 

Tillman’s face worked convulsively, his 
fingers played a tattoo on the chairman’s 
shoulder, and then John Sharp Williams, 
after taking a half dozen gulps of water, 
stepped to the front, and in his feeble voice 
began his attempt to allay the excitement 
of the convention. 

The reading clerk demanded that order be 
restored, and then Chairman Clark an- 
nounced that every man would have a fair 
hearing. 

It was with the utmost difficulty that quiet 
‘was restored so that Congressman Williams 
could present to the convention the copies of 
telegrams. He officially denied that Senator 
Carmack of Tennessee had ever received any 
telegram from Judge Parker in all his life. 


Williams Tells of Telegram. 
Mr. Williams spoke as follows: : 
** Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Con- 
vention: All of us were much 
excited this afternoon—to use no stronger | 


telegrams which had: been sent by our nomi- 
nee to Mr. Carmack and others in this city. 
“I want to tell you that but one telegram 
has been received. Mr. Carmack not only 
received no telegram today of the character 
that was published but never received a tele- 
gram from Mr. Parker in all of his life. And 
nobody received a telegram containing the 
language in that infamous volunteer pro- 
duction. [Loud cheering and applause. ] 


Only One Telegram. 

“A telegram has come from Mr. Parker to 
Mr. Sheehan, however, which I shall read 
in a moment; and it is so important that 
you should know what it 4s that, after I 
have read it, I shall hand it to my friend, 


and h@ve him read it over again. 

“When you shall have heard it you will 
note that there is not in it one word about 
requiring, or demanding, or asking, or re- 
questing that anything should be placed in 
| the democratic platform. [Loud applause. ] 


Parker Too Sensitive. 
“You will also note that, if there is any 


error in it at all it is an errorof judgment 
proceeding from a too sensitive spirit of 
honor.

Platform Purposely Silent. 

“My friends, we purposely made this plat- 
form silent on the question of the monetary 
standard. We made it silent because we all 
agreed that that was not an issue in this 
campaign. {Applause.] ® | 
. We all agreed, furthermore, that nothing 
should be placed in the platform which was 
not a campaign issue, and the consequence 
was that, in the resolutions committee, mo- 
tions were made to table—and those motions 
were carried—every resolution on both sides 
which tended to bring up as an issue in this 
campaign the question of the ipenetaty stan: 
‘dard. 

all Knew Parker’s Views. 

*‘Now, my friends, Judge Parker ex- 
presses his opinion for fear somebody might 
think thet you did not know it. There was 
not in all this vast assembly one single, 


Judge Parker was a gold standard man. 

“I have been one of the most consistent, 
persistent, and perhaps radical free silver 
men im the United States, and I knew that 
he was a gold standard man and he never 
made any attempt to conceal it from any- 
body.

The senator asked for quiet, saying that 
he had undergone an operation on his throat 
and that his voice had lost “ that nightingale 
quality that it once possessed.” — 

He then proceeded to read, when Mr. Will- 
iams interrupted him with the remark: 
“ Here is a typewritten copy.” 

“For which I thank Almighty God,’” re- 
torted the senator. | 


Reply to Parker Read. 

He then read the following message to 
Judge Parker: 

“The platform adopted by this convention 
is silent on the question of the monetary 
standard, because it is not regarded by us 
as a possible issue in this campaign, and only 
campaign issues were mentioned in the plat- 
form. Therefore there is nothing in the 
views expressed by you in the telegram just 
received which would preclude a man enter- 
taining them from accepting a nomination 
on said platform.” [Applause.) 

As Mr. Tillman concluded the reading of 
the message Representative Richardson of 
Alabama arose, as he said, “‘ to dispassion- 
ately discuss the message to be sent to Judge 
Parker.”

Bryan Surprises Everybody. 

While Tillman was in the midst of his ap- 
peal who should enter the hall to the sur- 
prise of everybody but William J. Bryan, 
who had been supposed to be seriously ‘ill 
with an attack of pneumonia.

Reviews the Conditions.

Clark Declares Adjournment.

Crowd Pours Out in Amazement.

Mr. Hill's reply in substance was:

But he is immensely wealthy and is 
one of the most popular democrats in the 
country, and we believe that. with him on 
the ticket the democrats would carry West 
Virginia without much trouble.” 

** Omission of any reference to the financial! 
declarations of the Chicago and Kangas City 
platforms,’’ said Hoke Smith, who was Cleve- 
jand’s secretary of the interior, would be 
regarded as equivalent to a declaration fn 
favor of the gold standard.

RISES FROM A SICK BED TO AT-. 
: TEND A NIGHT SESSION. | 


Physician Safs‘the Silver Leader Has 
Pneumonia and Should Not Leave 
His ‘Bed for a Week=—Long PEndur- 
ance Contest Ends in the Complete 
Physieal Collapse of the Nebraskan 
—Was Wideawake for a Period of 


Forty-eight Hours. 

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
St. Louis, Mo., July 9.—[Special.]—Although 
reported as helpless fram an attack of pneu- 
monia as late as the middle of the afternoon 
today, William Jennings Bryan summoned 
sufficient strength this evening to attend the 
convention and make another great speech. 


Still an Ill Man. 
Mr. Bryan is still a very ill man. There 
is no doubt of this, and his physician, Dr. 
Dwight Jennings, tried to prevent him from 
leaving the. Hotel Jefferson, where he had 
remained all day in bed. He did not know 
for some time that clouds of disruption be- 
cause of the Parker telegram were threaten- 
ing to burst over the convention, 
Dr. Jennings is a cousin of the silver 
leader, and late in the afternoon attempted 
to remove the patien: to the Jennings resi- 
dence. This was found to be impossible— 
and yet two or three hours later the Ne- 
braskan insisted on going to the Coliseum. 
He had heard the news from Esopus, al- 
‘though an éffort had been made to keep it 
from him. 
Fell After Speech. 
According to A. J. Smyth, chairman of the. 
Nebraska delegation, he absolutely collapsed 
when he left the platform after making his 
dawn speech before the convention this 
morning. 
“He fell in a heap upon my shoulder,” 
said Mr. Smyth, “‘ and we had to stretch him 
out upon the chairs of the Nebraska delega- 
tiom and let him lie there undisturbed for 
ten ‘minutes. He was too weak*to move a 
muscle.; He told me.this evening that never 
in }{bis political career had he been so near 
collapsing ‘as he}was in the midst*of*his 
speech,on .the,candidates. It was his will 
power only that/Kept him ypon his feet till 
he said everything he intended to say.”’. 


Caught Cold at Fair Grounds. 

Mr. Smyth added that the plan to move the 
Nebraskan to the house of Dr. Jennings had 
been given up because of the patient's weak 
condition. The cold in his lungs, which 
started his illness, Mr. Bryan caught at the 


the 4th of July. Before entering the hall he 
was caught in the rain and drenched to the 
skin. 

The record of long distance endurance set 
by Mr.. Bryan is one of the most remarka- 
ble things of its kind ever seen, evén during 
the nerve killing fights of the last great con- 
ventions. From Monday morning until Sat- 
urday morning the Nebraskan was on his 
feet speaking; fighting; and working at a 
pace that would have Killed a man of or- 
dinary physique. He ‘sat up all of three 
nights and had almost no sleep during any 
of the others. The climax was reached in 
the gray dawn this morning when he made 
his second great speech in the Coliseum. |

“Ulster county was called ‘the granary

taken by the inhabitants of Kingston, that 
the town was marked for destructioh, and on 
Oct. 16, 1777, was burned by British troops 
under Gen. Vaughan. He paid a tribute to 
the citizens in his report to his superior, when 
he assigned as-a reason for the burning of 
the town that it was a nursery for almost 
every viljain in the country. | 

Birthplace of Noted Men. 

“In Maruse Schoonmaker’s history of 
Kingston you will find a letter sent to the 
council of safety the day before the burning 
informing them that ‘the British fleet of 
gixty sails is now anchored off Esopus 


river, upon which you have all, perhaps, 
played in your childhood.

GIRL WORTH A MILLION LEAPS 


Despondent Over Her Father’s Death, 
a San Franciseo Heiress Returns 
from Abroad to Take Her Own Life— 
Tragedy of Her Childhood Made Her 
Unhappy and Morbid—Cousin and 
Companton Sees Plunge, but Cannot 
Stop It. 


New York, July 9.—[{Special.]—The only 
heir of her dead father, but wroken In health 
by grief over his death, Miss Bertha Dolbeer 
of San Francisco plunged from a window on 
the ninth floor of the Waldorf-Astoria this 
afternoon and was instantly -killed. Cor-

The woman’s body fe]l on the cement roof 
over the ceiling of the red room, where other 
women patrons of the hotel were writing at 
the time, but none of them knew of Miss 
Dolbeer’s plunge to death until hours later. 


Evades Her Companion. 

But for an ordinary mischance Miss War- 
ren, her cousin and companion, might have 
been able to prevent Miss Dolbeer’s leap. 
Miss Warren's skirt was caught on the knob 
of the door of their apartment as she was 
following Miss Dolbeer into the corridor 
While her attention was attracted in disen- 
tangling her dress the other woman walked 
across the hotel corridor. ‘ 

Turning from the door to follow Miss Dol- 
‘beer Miss Warren saw her body disappear 
through the window. She screamed. and 
started to run toward the window, but fell 
in a faint before she reached it. 


Inherited More than a Million. 

Miss Bértha Dolbeer was the only daughter 
of the late John Dolbeer of San Francisco, 
who died two years ago, leaving an estate 
valued at more than $1,000,000, to which she 
was the sole heir, her only brother having 
been killed in an accident at Lake Tahoe. 
Her only relatives are two cousins and an 
aunt. To one of the former, Mrs. Douglas 
8. Watson, she wrote recently from Paris 
that she was coming home, having tired of 
traveling. Miss Dolbeer two months ago 
started on what she intended to be a two 
years’ tour of the world with Mr. and Mrs. 
Rudolph Spreckels and former Mayor Phelan 
of San Francisco, and was thought to be hav- 
ing a pleasant time. 

Mrs. Watson said today in San Francisco 
that her cousin was affected with insomnia 
and had not slept well for months, which 
brought her to the verge o? nervous prostra- 


tion. 
‘Her Mother a Suicide. 

‘While Bertha was a child her mother com- 
mitted suicide in the attic of the family resi- 
dence in San Francisco by hanging herself, 
and her girlhood was notatallhappy. When 
her father’s will was settled last July Miss 
Dolbeer had distributed to her $500,000 In 
cash and $400,000 worth of stock in the Dol- 
beer & Carson Lumber company. She also 
received the beautiful family residence in 
Pacific avenue, San Francisco, with the fur- 
niture, jewelry, and everything it contained. 

The total value of the estate was $1,331,176, 
and she received almost the entire amount. 
Miss Dolbeer was 25 years old at the time of 
her father’s death.

Kansas City, Mo.; July 9.—Flood waters at 
Armourdale, Argentine, and lower Kansas 
City, Kas., on the Kaw, and to Manhattan, 
half way across Kansas, have fallen stead- 
fly since late yesterday. The water at Man- 
hattan became stationary at midnignt, and 
then began to go cown, eliminating the last 
danger of further damage at the mouth of 
the Kaw, or along fts course. in Armour- 
dale, however, the water still stood over six 
feet deep in the lowest places. 

The Missouri river at Kansas City and north 
of that place also receded fast, and no addi- 
tional damage to Harlem or the east bottom 
will result from the overfiow of that stream.

MEETS PRAISE 


“Keeps Children Alive,” Says 
the Rey. James B. Halsam 
of Episcopal Cathedral. 


IN CHARGE OF A CENTER. 


Large Quantity Distributed to 
the Poor Having “The Trib- 
une” Tickets. 


In two brief sentences, expressing an opin- 
fon formed by actual contact with the work, 
the Rev. James B. Haslam, in charge of the 
Episcopal cathedral of 8S. Peter and Paul, 
yesterday unqualifiedly indorsed the distri- 
bution of ice to the poor through Tue TRiB- 
UNE free ice fund. : 

“Tue Trivune free ice is a great blessing 
and the fund merits the entire support of the 
public,” he said. ‘It actually has kept 
children alive, and the sick from suffering.” 


Cathedral One of the Centers. 

The Cathedrai of SS. Peter and Paul at 18 
South Peoria street is one of the distribut- 
ing centers for Tur Trisuns free ice fund 

tickets. The Rev. Mr. Haslam reported in 
the afternoon that he had sold a dozen tickets 
calling for eight daily deliveries of ice, and 
had given without charge to destitute fam- 
ilies six of the tickets. 

The tickets each call for eight deliveries of 
ice, in ten or twenty pound cakes. The slips 
for a total of 160 pounds of ice are sold for 
16 cents and those for a total of eighty pounds 
bring 8 cents. This means that the poor peo- 
ple may buy ice at the rate of 10 pounds for 

1 cent, which is one-fourth of the market 
price. 

. The eighteen tickets sold and given away by 
Father Haslam will supply the wants of 
eighteen families for eight days. 


Much Ice Is Distributed. 

The appeal, ‘‘ Mister, please give me some 
‘tee,"’ was heard during the day in every part 
of the city traversed by the 200 wagons of 
the Knickerbocker Ice company. The people 
of the tenements began to suffer from the 
heat, which is unbearable in their narrow 

homes long before others are disturbed by 
' it. It was estimated at the various depots 
of the Knickerbocker Ice company that more 
than 5,000 pounds of ice was exchanged for 
Tue Trisune’s free ice fund tickets during 
the day. 

At all of the settlements applications were 
made for the coupons. From one of the 
settlements came a story of suffering and 
suctor. It had to do with Segrida Johnson, 
@ widow, her little girl, and a 5 cent piece. 


Cases Where Aid Is Given. 


Segrida Johnson last December laid with- 
ered roses on a mound in Calvary. The fu- 
neral expenses and the doctor’s Dill took 
nearly al] the family savings. From early 
morning until late at night the widow bent 
over a wash tub to keep food on the shelf. 
Then a sixth child came. When Mrs. John- 
fon was able she bent over her tub again, 
but there were other bills to be paid. 

_. There was only a five cent piece left, and | 
the mother sent her oldest child, Alma— 
she was only 7—to one of the depots of the 
ure milk commission. There she spent | 
cents for a bottle of milk for the baby. 
She was asked if her mother had ice to 
keep the milk cool, and was given some free 
iee tickets. The child, surprised at her good 
fortune. ran home and with a basket went 
in search of one of the wagons. Now Mrs. 
Johneon is sure the milk will not sour. She 
has 3 cents for miik tomorrow and a big 
washing in the tub. 

The Rev. Father Haslam gave one of the 
tickets to a widow with an invalid boy to 
care for. She was so destitute that she 
could not afford to pay even 1 cent for ten 
pounds of ice. 


7 More Praise Is Given. 
“ Two destitute families applied at Gad’s Hill 
Settiement. house for tickets almost at sun- 
rise, Miss Floy French, in charge of ticket 
Wistribution at the settlement, said: 

“The free ice fund is an important move- 
ment which should receive hearty support. 
It is impossible for the poor people to 
Miik sweet during the summer without ice, 
and many of them cannot afford to pay the 
market price for it.’’ 

Mrs. John L. Tait, head resident at Olivet, 
_ house, 46 Vedder street, said a number of 

widows who have children to support and are 

' in destitute circumstances had applied at the 
péttiement for tickets. 

“It is a splendid work,”’ she said, “and. 
merits general support.’”’

The boy was playing with a toy pistol when 
he received 2 slight injury to the Ieft hand. 
He thought nothing of the abrasion until 
Thursday night, when it began to show dan- 
gerous symptoms.

One spells fail- 
ure first, last and all the time. The other is 
incompatible with drunkenness in any de- 
gree. Even the moderate drinker is a half 
failure, and the moderate drinker is the 
material and making of the abandoned sot. 
There is no middle ground between drunken- 
ness and success; they are like fusei oil and 
water, antagonistic and. unmixable. 


Expense Account Shows’ Cost. 

The causes which have prompted men to 
eschew alcohol are, perhaps, more edifying 
and instructive than all the religious or 
clentific arguments that could be brought 
against the habit. For instance, there was a 
jovial drunkard of fine presence and good 
business attainments who had never formed 
the habit of keeping an expense account. 
His salary was $7,500 per year, and out of 
this he was unable to save anything, al- 
though he had but one dependent, ‘a son at 
college, a boy of exemplary and frugal hab- 
its. At the end of one year, casting up in his 
mind the record of a year, this successful 
business man was puzzled to account for the 


' dissipation of his earnings, ahd resolved to 


keep as clogs an accounting with his person- 
al expenditures as he demanded for his busi- 
ness, He knew that he had wasted much 
money drinking, but at the end of a month, 
without changing his hibulous habits, he 
was astonished to find that he had spent 
nearly $300 in thirty days for whisky bought 
over the bars of saloons. He was horrified 
and yet fascinated with the accusing figures, 
but he stuck to his self-appointed job of 
bookkeeping, and by degrees lessened,the ex- 
penditures. 

“The cost of the drinks I bought was not 
all that frightened me,” he said. “It was 
what they led to. I have no particular mor- 
als, you know, but when I counted up how 
much -I had spent ‘ treating’ bums, strang- 
ers, and worse, I got to féel so cheap about 
it that I just quit. Stopped right off short. 
In twenty years I'll bet I’ve spent $60,000 on 
account of drink. Cab fares when I couldn't 
walk, wine suppers that I didn't need, treats 
that were uncalled for, and—well, never 
mind the rest.” 

That man quit for probably the meanest 
Feason thay could underlie a good resolution, 
He was a good business man and he simply 
saw the utter foolishness of squandering 
His health had not been notice- 
ably undermined, he had no religion, no re- 
finement, no home environment that could 
have saved him. He was not poor. He just 
realized that drunkenness did not pay in a 
pecuntary sense and he quit. He may never 
réalize that in sobriety he has evaded a thou- 
sand. nights of brutalizing mental degrada- 
tion and that his mind, sordid as it may be, 
may survive to apprehend some of the sweet- 


er influences of life. , 


Children Ashamed of Parents. 
Children who have witnessed the drunken- 
‘ness of their own parents are often the most 
violent enemies of the liquor habit and trade. 
The sensitive boy, playing before his home 
with comrades whose esteem [s as dear to 
him as the plaudits of the older world can 
be to a man, can think of no more hateful, 
humiliating experience than the appearance 
of his drunken father or mother on the scene 
of his childish activities. Men, with the 
hardening influence of years upon them, may 
forget the keen agony of such incidents in 
their own youth, but the coarsening effect 
of time upon the heart- is slight compared 
with the deadening blight of drunkenness, 
and it is an evil state at which that man 
or woman has arrived who appears stupe- 
fied or maudlin with drink in the presence 

of his child. 

There is record of the case of a young 
father who had been drunk every day for 
ten years, but had managed, by coming home 
late or staying away altogether, to conceal 
his habit from his neighbors and from his 
only child, a girl of 10. His saving quality, 
the best that survived those years of selfish 
gratification, was & passionate tenderness 
for his little girl.

In the sevénteenth century the British gov- 
ernment ‘was,offering exceptional rewards 
for the time for some instrument that would 
enable the mariner: to “discover his; ship's 
position with reference to the wastes. of 
water around him. Somethifig that *would 
give him his position, within sixty miles 
would earn for him a bonus of $50,000, while 
the terms. considered possible were for an 
instrument determining place no more ac- 
curately than ten miles. 

Sir Isaac Newton had worked on tlhe 
quadrant, or sextant—the name of the in- 


strument depending upon whether its arc _ 
' Covers one-fourth or one-sixth of the circle. 


When the sextant finally “was evolved, 
credit was given to Hadley, an Englishman, 
for the invention, while as a matter of-fact 
it: belonged to Godfrey, a poor glazier living 
in Philadelphia. It was in May, 1732, that 
Godfrey in Philadelphia perfected his simple 
instrument, while Hadley and his brother 
in England, working without knowledge of . 
Godfrey. or of his efforts in America, turned 
out something nearly akin two years later. 
These were @he beginnings of the sextant.

have been lacking. Strength 
lies in ignorance sometimés. 

At any rate one glorious 
May morning I boarded the 

Sreat steamer that was to be 
“home ’’ for the week. It 
was my first sight of an ocean 
liner, in fact, my first trip to 
New York. No one came to 
the pier to see me off, andI 
was glad of it. Despite a 
heartache at. the thought 
of putting the ocean between 
the little mother in the Minne- 
sota home and myself, there wasn’t a happier 
cirl,on land or sea. The voyage was one of 
continual delight, the weather ideal, ang I 
didn’t have a touch of mal de mer.

CCASIONALLY the words “ railroad 
interests’ will strike upon the ear 
least interested in politics or high 
finance. Frequently the same words 
will be upon the tongues of persons to 

whom both politics and high finance are 
equally objectionable. Buttothe average 
reader the extent of these interests must 
prove a revelation, 

In the first place, the mere capital stock of 
the railroads in the United States is more 
than $6,150;000,000. 

The total trackage in miles is 274,835.39. 

In one year the train mileage of these lines 
reach 950,000,000 miles. 

The 675,000,000 passengers are carried 21,- 
500,000,000 miles. 

The gross earnings from this traffic—which 
considers also the hauling of 1,250,000,000 tons 
of freight more than 165,000,000,000 “ton ”’ 


miles—is only a little short of $2,000,000,000 a | 


year. 


And for the purposes of business in traffic. 


these 275,000 miles of railroad have equip- 
ments that have cost $12,000,000,000, and the 
rajlroad interests are adding to the mile- 
age 2,500 miles a year—giving to each ten 
miles square of territory seven miles of rail- 
road and to each’ 10,000 of population more 
than twenty-seven miles. :

its last spike of gold belongs to the world’s 
heroics.

San Francisco is 2,500 
miles west, on the other side of one of the 
greatest mountain ranges on the globe, But 
miles and mountains are inconsequential: 
the western metropolis is only seventy-two 
hours from the metropolis of the Mississippl 
valley. 

If the passenger train has brought man 
nearer to man in person, the mail train has 
brought man still nearer to man in thoughts 
by many hours. Six hundred miles in 60 
minutes is an average run for the fast mail. 
Some of these miles may be reeled off in 
forty seconds; others may fall little short 
of a full two minutes. But hour after hour 
the greatest accomplishment of the rail- 


road is in the picturesque homeliness of 


the fast mall train, mule ended, ungraceful, 
dark—but with the poetry of motion fn t— 
the motion approaching the meteorite in 
the black of night. 

What are the forces behind ft all? Putting 
aside the directing powers and the capital

Always in Need of Men, 

To feed full this ever pressing need of men 
in the railway serviceisaproblem. The rall- 
way switchman lives one of the most dan- 
gerous lives in the world. The railway 
brakeman is a close second. Engineer, fire- 
man, conductor, and half a dozen other 
specialities in different lines of the work are 
close to the maximum of danger. The life 
of the United States soldier or marine is 
tame in comparison. 

And as to numbers? Think of it! There 
are only 132,000 physicians and surgeens in 
the United States qualified to bind up the 
shattered limbs of the victims of the rail. 
roads; there are only 114,000 lawyers to press 
the cases of the injured, and only 111,000 
ministers ready in attendance to administer 
the last rites In comfort to the dying or fo 
preach of a new and fuller life over the 
bodies of the dead.

VER since the campaign which result- 
ed in the election of William Henry 
Harrison to the presidency it has 
been deemed essential for young men 
who aspire to pslitical preferment to 

Gemonstrate their abilities as spellbinders 
Dn the campaign platform. The roster of 
America’s great orators contains the names 
=f comparatively few men who did not at 
home time or other win victories on the 
Stump, and the coming campaign will fur- 
tish abundant opportunity for young men 
whose ambitions reach forward to political 
Sifice to reveal their powers as stump speak- 
ars. 

Lincoln and Douglas began their political 
@areers on the stump. Each of them achieved 
hiis highest honors by that route. Both were 

sposeessed of subtle reasoning faculties. It 
was the stump which defeated Lincoln for 
the senate in 1858 and it was the stump 
which caused Douglas to lose the presidency 
two years later. 


ae 
Stump Gave Lincoln Opportunity. 

Douglas and Lincoln met in the Illinois 
legislature, where the former revealed high 
capacities as a legislator. Douglas was 
elected a judge and United States senator 
before he was 40. While the latter was on 
the bench, Lincoln was reading Shakspeare,- 
the bible, and the English classics, and pre- 
paring for the great battle of which he ex- 
pected to take advantage when the chance 
presented itself. 

Lincoin’s great chance to win fame on the 
ptump came in 1858, when a senate was to be 
lected. Doiiglas was a candidate to suc- 
geed himeelf.. The whigs decided to send 
[uincoln to the senate in case they were suc- 
meseeful at the polls. Lincoln set the ball 
Folling by challenging Douglas to a public 
Gebate. The chailenge was regarded as a 

ece of presumption in certairf quarters. 

Uglas. however, thought otherwise. He 
Was @ guest at the Tremont house in Chi- 
* eago when the challenge was handed to him. 

To a friend. who advised him to ignore it, 
Dougias remarked: “ My friend, you do not 
know this man. I do not court such a bat- 
tie, I assure you, and yet I cannot avoid it.”’ 
This was followed by seven joint debates 
Which have become memorable. When the 
Hebates were ended Lincoln was known 
from one end of the country to the other, 
and his name was on everybdody’s lips.

Corwin Succeedei by Oratory. 

In Ohio Tom Corwin owed all his success to 
his gift of oratory. Corwin had the rare fac- 
wity of catching the ear of every man in the 
Budience, be it ever so large. In this tespect 
he was not unlike his friend, Roscoe Conk- 
ling. When the latter delivered his mem- 
Drable speech in favor of the nomination of 
Gen. Grant at the Chicago-tonvention in 1880 
fot a man of the 12,000 present lost a word 
which Conkling said.

to Tom Corwin, and Conkling paid hima high» 


tribute when he availed himself of some of 
the Ohio senator's tricks {n swaying au- 
diences. When Conkling was barely 280 
Here 
Conkling increased his reputation as an 
orator by the most arduous toll. He prepared 
ali his speeches and committed most of them 
to memory, so that they seemed to be the 
inspiration of the moment. He relied largely 
on his recollection of the poets for most of 
his speeches and trained his voice so that 
it was a raré treat to hear him. Conkling’s 
greatest campaign speech was delivered in 
1872. His speeches during the Garfield cam- 
paign of 1880 were magnificent efforts, but all 
of them were the of toil. 


Road Traveled by Many. 

‘Without his wonderful capacity as a pub- 
lic speaker it is extremely doubtful if Henry 
Clay would have gained the honors which 
came to him in a public cateer of more than 
half a century. When he was a mere strip- 
ling in Virginia Clay discovered that he 
could not only talk to but entertain audi- 
ences in connection with the current issues 
of the day. It was his power as a stump 
speaker which resulted in his election to 
congress, where he revealed extraordinary 
capacity with which oratory had nothing 
at all to do. Blaine was a great admirer of 
Clay’s speeches, and a short time before his 
death asserted that the “‘ Mill ‘Boy of the 
Slashes’ had no equal inyhis géneration. 

James A. Garfield attributed his succezs 
to his power as a stump speaker, and so did 
George H. Pendleton of Ohio, who came 


within a few votes of the presidential nom- ° 


ination. 


‘Still the | in Politics. 

In Tennessee Senator Edward Ward Car- 
mack has almost the same reputation tha‘ 
Gen. Sickles had in New York in ante-bellum 
days or Tom Marshall in Ohio. Carmack fs 
only 45 years old. He made his mark as a pub- 
iic speaker years ago, his achieveménts on 
the stump resulting in his election to the 
state legislature in 1884, to the Fifty-fifth 
and the Fifty-sixth eongresses, and suhbse- 
quentiy to the United States senate, where 
he has increased for effective 
speaking. 

Even the enemies of Senator een J. Bev- 
eridge of Indiana admit his power as a stump 
orator, to which he owes his present posi- 
tion. Men whom he ‘has revilved with piti- 
léss sarea:m confess even in their hate to 
their sense of his capacity in this respect. 
Beveridge is one of the younger generation 
of orators who set the pace for his party.

some interesting and supreme personality 
as the subject of my article, the~person- 
ality whom I, of course, am almost driven 
to choose is that of Parnell. I have read no 
book which gives more interesting glimpses 
of that great figure than this book by Mr. 
Davitt. The portrait is not the less inter- 
esting because Mr. Davitt was not a blind 
worshiper of Mr. Parnell; he criticises 
some of his acts with frankness, and he is 


‘severe on some of tide methods of his lieu- 


tenants. Nevertheless it’ is a wonderful 
porvsrait, and helps to increase one's sense 
of the greatness and weirdness of Parnell. 
That strange figure looks out at you from 
the canvas of Mr. Davitt with such clear- 
ness, with such just 
shade,’ with such able presentment of the 
contrasts of his career, that it is almost— 
tg one who knew Parnell—as if Parnell once 
more was in his habit as he lived, and gazed 
on you, with those red flint, flashing, in- 
scrutable eyes that could win or awe one 
when he was still in the flesh. I propose to 
extract from Mr. Davitt’s book the chiéf 
passages: Which refer to Parnell that I may 


succeed’ making the reader realize what 


Parnell was like. 
*” 

Davitt’s Introduction to Parnell. 

Mr. Davitt met Parnell for the first time 
shortly after his release from Dartmoor in 
December, 1877. Parnell was then at an 
early stage in his career. He had just 
started with the late Mr. Biggar that policy 
of obstruction in the douse of commons 
which was destined to have such tremendous 
results. This is the impression which Par- 
nell made upon Mr. Davitt: 

“ Possibly. one. is impressionable when he 
comés out of prison in his 3ist year with 
every other year since his 23d a hateful 
memory, of an intimate daily acquaintance 
with cells, criminals, and warders during 
all those ninety long months and more. It 


is ke coming into the sunshine and among - 


the flowers after a lifetime in the depths of 
a coal pit...Making due allowance for this 
exc eptional State of mind, Mr. Parnell ap- 
peared. to be much to his recom- 


mendations. 


‘He struck me at.once with the power and 


directness of his. personality. There was 


the proud, resolute bearing of a man of con- 

scious strength, with 
a mission, wearing 
no affe®@tation, but 
- without a hint of Cel- 
tic charactre or a 
trait of its racial’ en- 
‘husiasm. 

“*An Englishman 
of the strongest type, 
molded for an Irish 
purpose,’ was my 
thought, as he spoke 
of imprisonment, of 
the prevailing state of 
affairs in the home 
rule movemeft, and 
of the work which ‘a 
few of us’ were car- 
rying on in the house 
of commons. There 
was not a suspicion of 
boastfulness in any- 
thing he said, nor of 
confident promise for 
the future. He ex- 
pressed, as I am sure

Nation's Life May Rest on It. 

However, it is in war, as at the present 
time, that the sextant becomes responsible 
perhaps for a nation’s life or death. Fleets 
and armies may be dependent upon the flash 
of the open sun into its index and horizon 
mirrors. The turning point of battle may be 
seen in the image of one object from the 
mirror, as it is thrown upon another object 
in the other mirror, and seen by the eye of 
the operator looking through the peep sight. 

The sextant, ag an instrument of Mars, 
has its life in the philosophy of the angle— 
acute, sight. or obtuse, according to circum- 


stance To operate it, two angles and one 


side of the triangle are necessary, or two 
sides and one angle,. as opportunity makes 


’ possible. Used on a battleship against such 


a fortress as is.Port Arthur, two instruments 
and two men are necessary, -both in tele- 
phonic connection with each other and with 
the gunner amidships. 

The sextant operators mutually fix upon 
a point in the fortress as a determining ob- 
ject giving the range. The two men are at 


_ & carefully measured distance apart, and 


circumstances. He told me more than once, 
I think, that if he were handled roughly by 
a policeman he would certainly have shot 
him.

Embodied Thunderboltin E ection. 

This fierce resentment of any assault upon 
his person or his dignity, which was one of 
the chief characteristics of Parnell—it ac- 
counted for his rise, it largely accounted for 
his fall—was singularly mixed up with a tre- 
mendous power of facing contumely, insult, 
even physical violence from his own people 
if he thought the cause demanded it. Mr. 
Davitt tells again the story.of one of the 


admixture of light and . .+rangest episodes in the career of Parnell— 


the story familiar to every Irishman of my 

epoch—the riot at Enniscorthy. This ex- 
traordinary scene took place during et gen- 
eral election of 1880, 

Nobody ever really knew Parnell Sie did 
not know him during that election. He 
then was an embodied thunderbolt, with the 
swiftness, the deadly force, the paralyzing 
and affrighting power of a bolt from the 
sky. He rushed from one part of Ireland 
to the other—was almost everywhere, and 
wherever he appeared either got his own 
man elected or struck down one of his op- 
ponents. He was chosen, for three .con- 
stituencies himself—and, if he liked, or had 
had the time, might have been chosen for a 
dozen. And all this he accomplished in the 
course of two or three weeks—for the gen- 
eral election had come while he Was touring 
in America, and he only got back in time 
for the last three weeks. If he had been 
given double the time and could have found 
the men and the money he would probably 
have captured twice as many seats.

Fights in Enniscorthy Riot. | 

In the midst of this triumphant progress 
he was suddenly confronted at Enniscorthy, 
in the county of Wexford, with a fierce re- 
volt—not strong in numbers, as it after- 
wards turned dut, but strong in its leader- 
ship and in its determination and violence. 
The candidates of Mr. Parnell were Mr. 
John Barry and Mr. Garret Byrne. Some 
of the priests and some revolutionaries, how- 
ever, were resolved that’ the O’Clery, one 
of the old members, should be again re- 
turned. A meeting had been called for 
Enniscorthy to forward the candidature of 
the Parnell candidates, and this is waat nape 
pened: 

“oO'’Clery and his friends captured the 
meeting, the assailants comprising a strong 
body of Fenians. The active leaders of the 
attack were two priests, who were resolved 
to prevent Mr. Parnell from speaking unless 
he declared himself in favor of O’Clery. 
The anti-Parnellites seized and held the 
platform before Mr. Parnell’s friends ar- 
rived, and then attempted to prevent these 
from mounting it. They were assailed with 
sticks and other weapons. Parnell showed 
great courage, advancing to the platform 
at the head of his smaller.force and climbing 
up the steps despite physical attempts to pull 

im down.

Life Saved by Reporter. 
“These efforts failed, but no sooner had 
he gained the level of the structure than 
he was seized by his opponents with the 
intention of flinging him off. He clung to

By mere unaided sight the gunner finds the 
line of the shot, allowing for the influences of 
the wind, perhaps.

Thus, supposing the 
object to be fired at is 4,000 feet distant by 
the sextants, and the rate of flight for the 
shot be 1,000 feet a second, the shot must 
have fallen close to the water line at the end 
of four seconds, and to fall to such a position 


in such @ time the gunner must fire point ' 


blank at an imaginary spot in the sky just 
256 feet above thé object to be struck. 

As showing how adaptible the sextant be- 
comes in the hands of the student, those in 
Lewis institute operating from the roof of 
the school, have the distances and heights 
of nearly every city landmark in range of 
vision from the school. For instance, a class 
could cut a rope almost to a yard, reaching 
from the roof of the institute to the towers of 
the Halsted street bridge. Looking down

the side railing of the platform, being struck 
repeatedly, while men from below seized his 
legs, ripping one side of his trouserg open 
from the bottom to the waist. One 
of the opposing mob, armed with a. huge 
stick, went behind Parnel! while he was in 
the hands of his aasailants and aimed a des- 
perate blow at his head, which would have 
crushed his skull if it had gone home. Mr. 
Jack Hall, reporter for the Freeman's Jour- 

nal, seeing the deadly purpose of the man, 
seized the stick from behind as its owner 
was in the act of swinging it from the 
shoulder, and this saved Mr. Parnell from 
what was intended to be a murderous blow. 
But neither blows nor insults would deter 
Mr. Parnell.” 

The account goes on to show that Parnell 
was interrupted by shouts at every second 
word, but that he went slowly, doggedly, 
bravely on. “I will say a word fer John 
Barry,” he replied to the interruptions, “ if 
I have to stand here all day "—an example 
of that fron resolve which, when once made, 
nobody and nothing could break down, This 


‘is the end of the story: 


“The meeting was finally broken up by 
Mr. Parnell's assailants, who followed him 
through the streets, knocking down his sup- 
porters and making repeated efforts to strike 
him with sticks; he had been hit with rotten 
eggs, his clothes were also torn, and the 
rough usage he had received combined to 
give him a most battered appearance as he 
reached the railway station to return by 
train to Dublin.” 

Angrv but Kept His Nerve. 
met him,” goes on Mr. Davitt,. “on 
his arrival at Morrison's hotel that night. 
He was in a state of intense passion at the 
insults he had received, and he at once asked 
me to go down to Wexford and organize the 
whole county for a meeting at Enniscorthy, 
to be held on the following Sunday, strong 
enough and determined enough to deal with 
O’Clery and his gang.” But though Parnell 
may have been in “a state of intense pas- 
sion” he had not been in the least shaken 
in his nerve. I asked Mr. Healy, who was 
his secretary at the time, how Parnell be- 
haved on the night.of that terrible. day. 
“He was like a man of bronze,” was Mr. 
Healy's description. 

One or two other pictures of Parnell from 
this time are worth reproducing. Mr. 
Davitt describes how Parnell used to come 
to the modest lodgings in Amiens street, 
Dublin, where. Mr. Davitt and his friends 
used to live. And this is Mr. Davitt's im- 
pression of him at that epoch: 

man enjoying such growing popular- 
ity and politi prospects could be more 
modest in his talK or manner or more agree- 
able to those he met. He hada pecullar per- 
sonal charm when in company where all 
formality was suspended. He was in com- 
plete health at the time, and looked the pic- 
ture of manly strength, being strikingly 
handsome in general appearance and in 
facial expression."’

And here is one of the stories which Par- 
nell told; it. lightens, yp, the gloom of his 
serious and tragic.existence: _ . 
“We were dividing the house one night 
t at the dinner hour. It was so arranged 
”y Biggar and others, We forced three 
divisions and drove them furious. I noticed 
one old squire, a tory, who had been wounded 
in the Crimean. war, limping down to the 
dining room after :each division to resume 
his interrupted meal. He glared.at me each 
time we passed each other as if he would 
like to have mein some situation that would 
enable him to settle accounts with me in his 
own way over his outraged appetite. The 
third call of the bell was too much for him. 
and, coming up to me, he said, in a voice 
choking with anger, “Sir in the name of 
God, tell me what it is you want; take itand 
go, and let me have my dinner in peace!’ ”’ 
Such was the Parnell of youth; such is the 
Parnell that those who knew him best, and 
loved him best, willalways like to remember. 
In rereading the story of Parnell’s youth 
I have forgotten all the later epochs of his 
life. He has risen before me as he wasin his 
wondrous youth—simple, modest, consumed 
by pure patriotic resolve, tireless in work, 
the most fascinating figure of a man I have 
ever known. He became a greater man— 
a broader man—as time went by, but no man 
retains all the grace and sweetness and 
modesty of youth when time and the world 
and power have done their work. 
There are allusions in Mr. Davitt’s pages 
to two occasions on which Parnell went near 
finding in a happy union the necessary pro- 
tection of every public man against calumny 
and against passion. But they ended in 
nothing, and so came the Parnell tragedy— 
one of the saddest in mopern history.

She was 
quite frightened over her predicament and 
was on the verge of borrowing from her 
friends, when it suddenly occurred to her 
that two years beforehand she had been 
persuaded to tuck some money away in a 
savings bank. She wasn’t certain whether 
or not she had withdrawn it and when she’ 
called to find out she was ashamed to ask 
the cashier if-she was a depositor. Investi- 
gation demonstrated that she had more than 
$1,000 in her name, and she sheepishly, but 
bappily, took advantage of the fact.

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NVENTOR NEMETHY LEAVING ROOF OF BUILDING SEATED IN HIS FLYING MACHINE AND RIDING THROUGH AIR 


By L. E. Gilliams. 


CIENTISTS the world over are just 
now particularly interested in a new 
and marvelous flying machine which 
promises to solve the problem of aerial 
navigation. In a retent launch of&his 

airship from the.roof of a building thirty- 
five feet in height the apparatus slid through 
the air over a distance of 130 feet, demon- 

strating its practicability. , 

_A st important feature in connection 
‘with the unique machine is the fact that it 
may be used on the ground as an automobile. 
the landing taking place quite smoothly, the 
airship continuing its way on the ground 
a motor cycle. 

The inventor of the twentieth century air- 
ship is E. Nemethy of Arad, Hungary, who 
some years ago designed a flying wheel ac- 
cording to the well. known kite principle. 
In this flying machine the magnitude of the 
bearing surfaces and the weight of the ap- 
paratus were adapted to the conditions ob- 
served with the'fiying of large birds, an air 
screw rapidly rotated by a gasoline meter 
being used as grive. In the course of his 
experiments the inventor eventually aban- 
doned the kite principle, designing his novel 
flying machine (which seems to constitute 
an important step towards the definite solu- 
tion of the flying problem). like a paper ar- 
row. 

* * 3 
Accounts for Statical Drift. 

He claims to have found his solution of 
the problem by accounting for the statical 
drift a floating body undergoes in virtue of 
the supporting air cushion underneath. 

The flying machine in its recent form com- 
prises two roof shaped bearing surfaces of 
linen, being fixed to a frame of light steel 
tube, resting on wheels and bearing a small 
benzine meter of an output of two anda 
quarter horse power with 1,800 revolutions 
per minute, the power of which is trans- 

mitted tO an air screw performing- 300 to 

600 revolutions ‘per minute. Nemethy ¢on- 
teraplates the construction of a Pachine

with a motor of sufficient power to carry 
out in practice the whole of his idea of 
being able to gail through the air at any time 
and for amy distance with perfect safety. 

The inventor was born in Austria, and 
came from an old Hungarian family. He is 
at present 37 years of age, and has a rich 
end useful past history. | 

After going through training in machine 
technical studies, Nemethy spent much 
time in paper manufacture in Austria, Japan, 
Germany, and Hungary, After a two yeats’ 
stay in Japan he made a journey around the 
world. During this long sea trip he watched 
the flight of the sea birds, and later on be- 
came possessed with the idea of attempting 
the building of a machine of flight that would 
answer the purposes 6f man, and which 
would make him famous the world over ff 
Le succeeded in a¢complishing his purpose, 

Develops Idea Under Handicap. 

This plan ripened later in Hungary at a 
time when the great paper mill was 
closed on account of lack of orders. Not 
wishing to remain idle and impetuous to 
begin work on his pet idea, Nemethy began 
operations, working systematically and ra- 
tionally. Being poor, he had only a small 
amount of money at his command, represent- 
ing the savings of several years, and was 
thus handicapped in the progress of bulld- 
ing his flying machine. 

As soon as he had made the discovery that 
birds were nothing more than. living air 
screws, the screws not describing whole 
circles, only sections thereof, the one wink 
acting as left and the other as right screw 
plane, he begar operations on the’ 

He first built a light carriage with two 
large horizontal hubscrews and one small 
vertical driving screw, driven by a litth 
benzine motor. This machine did not-at firs 
ascend in the air to any great height. Nem- 
ethy, after thinking over the matter a con-

\siderable time, conicluded to take away part 
of the horizontal screws and substitute in 
their place narrow planes, crosswise. Later 
on-he added a long stretched out fly roof 
after the manner of his first arrow flyer.

‘Makes Successful Flight. 

This novel machine was released from a 
roof thirty-tive feet high in Hungary and 
made several successful flights. Subsequent-. 
ly, after other alterations had been made to 
the apparatus in the manner of construction 
and lesser weight, it made flights 130 feeet or 
more in length, starting and landing quite 
easily. No damage whatever was done the 
machine, the wind being perfectly still. 
this reason the flying machine received no 
assistance in its flight from the wind; thus 


demonstrating the great possibilities of 
horizontal flight through the air by this new 
flying machine. 


Nemethy’s trials and studies had given 
him the knowledge that the resistance of 


sinking planes was quite different to what 


hitherto had béen assumed. He saw that a 
horizontal plane can only sink when the re- 
newed air volume is sinking at the same time 


and passes through a certain volume of af, - 


tnereby making sinking resistance equal 
the weight of the Lossel air valve. 


* * 

Convincingly Advocates Theory. 

The theory advanced by Nemethy has been 
fought against in all sorts of pamphiets and 
publications by Lossel himself and other 
inventors of flying machines.: For a whole 
year Nemethy fought his opponent« cour- 
ageously and successfully, his “arguments 
being advanced in a clear, !‘convineing 

To complete his idea of perfecting~a ‘suc- 
cessful flying machine, Nemethy declared all 
he wanted wasan apparatus that would have 
a speed of about sixty-five feet’ a second. 
When this is accomplished, strong winds, 
even blowing a gale, will have no effect on 
the new flying machine. _ 


Why a: Successful Railroad Man 


Makes a G 


retary of the United Statcs 
navy?’ 

Already this question is be- 
ming hackneyed—hackneyed because, in 
ne majority of cases, it has not been an- 
swered satisfactorily. To the average lay- 
“man the idea of Vice President Paul Mor- 
ton’s passing from a position with a rail- 
way company to a portfolio in the national 
cabinet dealing with the movements of na- 
val squadrons is a situation presenting 
sharper contrasts than do elermnentary land 

and water. 

But almost in the same figurative breath 
Chicago has had a similar question appeal- 
ing to it. How is it that the chief engineer 
of the’ Illinois Central railroad can pass 
so readily to the position of chief engineer 
of the new Panama canal? How doesa man 
dealing ordinarily with the throwing up 
and cutting down of grades and the figur- 
ing of curves and the laying of rails step 
up to one of the greatest propositions ever 
made in the cutting out of a canal and the 
leveling up of navigable waters? 

No Limitations to His Genius. 

Both questions are’ answered with the 
same readiness and in the same verbiage: 
The genius of organization is something that 
has no HMmitations. 

“JT don’t know anything about the tech- 
nical side of the navy,” said the new secre- 
tary of the navy, Morton, “ but there are 
enough men at hand who do.”” Doubtless 
Chief Engineer Wallace of the Panama canal 
has made the same answer with reference 
to the details of the canal work, The whole 
philosophical and economic point is that 
to the ends of just such men, endowed with 
the genius of organization, there are enough 
and more men of technical and special train- 
ing to carry out anything that may be 
evolved by these chiefs of enterprise. The. 
attitude of most young men of today leaving 
the university and the training school {s to-" 
ward specializing. Specializing, in the ab- 
stract, means scarcely more than prepara- 
tion for a clerical position, Naturally it 
places any man to an extent dependent upon 
sgme other man, or men, or condition, or 
circumstance. Who or what is this man 
or condition? 

In civilization it is a man who rises to the 
place of holding in his. hands the reins that 
direct the specialists. Originally he may have 
been a specialist himself. But it will be taken 
for granted that he was dissatisfied with 
this position in the world. Somewhere he 
must have begun to recognize that in the 
specific thing he was doing he was not ac- 
complishing the best that: was in him. A 
surveyor without a rodman and chainman 
would be useless. The lines.that he might 

‘run would be worse than. farcical if some- 
where behind him the grader, and the drill, 
and the shovel were net busy. But how 
hopelessly futile ali these would be if over 
theri all were not the chief engineer! 
Ability to Organize Demonstrated. 

In the choice of Vice President Morton to 
the secretaryship of the navy, it js a question 
if President, Roosevelt knew the first detail 
of the office of the vice president of the Santa 
ré railroad. He did not care. The duties 
were taken for granted, and, still further, it 
was taken for granted that in the steady rise 
of the man the office had grown with him. 
Organization had been demonstrated to be a 
characteristic of Morton. Judgment, tact, 
energy, foresight, and invincible purpose be-

bonged to the man. How to use these to the 
best purpose among men had come to him of 
experience. Men are men the world over. 
To the organizer of men it matters not if 
these specializing ones of his kind be Red 
Cross physicians and nurses on a great battle- 
field, or parts of the enginery of war that 
make the Red Cross society a necessity. 
Perhaps nothing so well illustrates how 
organization has come'to be the chief qualifi- 
cation to be developed in man as does the 
position of president of a great railroad. No 
other field has shown such change in the 
last thirty years. A generation ago, when 
“the old man,”’ as the president was known, 
took it into his hard head to take a run 
down the line the telegraph lines grew hot 
with warnings. 
‘“‘Look out for the old man!” was the 
watchword. It was applicable to everybody 
in every position connected with the road.. 
The section boss jumped upon the section 
hand, and the loose bolts, and nuts, and links, 
and pins that might be lying along the right 
of Way were carefully picked up and stored. 
A lost fishplate that might come to the eye 
of the chief would be the signal for somebody 
to come out upon “the carpet.’’ Rubbish 
around a station would mean a mark of 
demerit serious enough ee the station master. 
* 
Detail Left to Subordinates, 
Today all of this has changed. When the 
president of a railroad goes over the line it 
means that few employés know it, and still 
fewer care. Those charged with the move- 
ments of trains, knowing it, will try to keep 
to schedules with a little more earnestness, 
if such be poss.ble. But the president of the 
big railroad system today who would burden 
himself with that which an inferior down 
the line could do for him would be a failure 
In his high office. 
When President Roosevelt himself was an 
assistant secretary of the navy. the position 
and the duties were all new to him. But he 
had been through the exacting experience 
that came of civil service organization and 
police commissionership details. He had a 
working capital of experience, and it was his

activities, and foresight, and jud@ment that 
made so much for the preparedness of*the 
navy when the troubles with Spain finally 
came to a hefd. 

The new secretary, Morton, was known 
personally to’the president. The president 
recognized in the man the capacities for the 
c:recting of men and things. These were the 
essentials needed in the administration of the 
navy department. The secretary, through 
his father, was familiar with some of the 
exactions of life and portfolio discipline in 
Washington, and in this he was so much 
prepared. The rest should come easy. As 
the secretary has said, there is enough of 
technical talent in thé navy department to 
execute all that he shall need to suggest. 

Prime Essential in Leaders. 

Organization is the one overtowering neces- 
sity of the times. It comes logically of the 
vast interests that have been put into one 
business or into one line of consistent accom- 
plishment through incorporated capital. At 
one time it was considered that the head of 
a great university had tobe a preacher. Now 
the head of such a school need not be of the 
cloth; it is not necessary that he be an edu- 
cator by preparation. Henry Wade, Rogers 
left Northwestern univensity not because he 
was not an educator, but for the.reason that 
Northwestern wanted an organizer and a 
business man. 

Today oné@ of the strong candidates for thé 
presidency of the University of Illinolsis not 
a preacher, lawyer, or promoter. He is 4 
physician by training, an instructor in medi 
cine in the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, and yet a business man in the con! 
duct of laboratory work. When some oné 
asked one of the greatest surgéons of -the 
west what he thought of Dr. W. A. Evansas 
a possible president of the University of IIli- 
nois, the reply was: ‘“ Well, I don’t know 
so much about Evans; as president of the 
Chicago Medical association I knew him 
timply as a gteat organizer.”’ 

President Seth Low of Columbia univer- 
sity was 40 years old when he was elected 
president of that, which then was Columbia 
college. It has been said of him that he was 
a student, but not a scholar; a writer but not 
an author; a politician, but not a statesman; 
that he knew’ business and he knew men. 

‘How he made, a great university of the col- 
lege is well known. He became mayor of 
Brooklyn in a reform wave; ran for the 
mayoralty of greater New York in 1804 and 
was defeated; was elected to the position tn 
1901, and after serving the term returned 
again to Columbia ‘university. 

Elihu Root as secretary of war at a time 
when the position offered opportunity and 
problems alike, as it had not done fora gene- 
ration, made an international reputation: 
The London Speaker chose to recognize his 
work in the department as classic. Yet so 
far from being a soldier, Root’s training asa 
lawyer might have served moré naturally to 
fit him for a peace tribunal. But he was an 
‘organizer and could lave served in either 


capacty.~ 


* 

Field in Which to Find Success. 

Organization is the field in which the young 
man should search for success. In the world 
of business today the greatest of worldly re- 
ward comes to the successful promoter. He 
is successful because of the ability for organ- 
ization. Promoting is organization of one 
kind. It must be succeeded by the organ- 
izer of another type, when the two in com- 
binat@n express the highest possibilities in 
business.

bility in the world. He jis likely to consider 
himself cooped up in the office, while men in 
other positions, such as salesmen, are out 
where the chances for advancement are more 
rapid, 

Then the salary paid the average stenogra- 
pher is hardly what would be termed attrac- 
tive and the work is in many instances ex- 
tremely arduous and trying. So the stenog- 
rapher is prone to desert his art at the first 
opportunity that appear to him that givesa 
promise of a change of occupation and great- 
er chances of promotion. But that the pro- 
fessidh of stenography, is' an occupation 
where the right man, the man with the quall- 
tles that make a successful business man, can 
work himself up to the highest positions in 
the world of commerce and in public life the 
actual experience of many prominent men 
will go to prove. Throughnut the country 
are to be found men occupying positions of 
unqgualitied greatness who gained their first 
starts through a knowledge of stenography. 
There is apparently no line of endeavor where 
really first class stenographer has not a 
chance to rise to the heights of success. Law- 
yers, journalists, congressmen, railroad man- 
agers, members of the judiciary, government 
officials, and the heads of great business en- 
terprtses, all are among those who began 
active life as stenographers.

Here in the city there are a large number 
of successful men who began life as ste- 


_nographers. Almost without exception they 


say their knowledge of this craft was a help 
to them in their career. 

Benjamin J. Rosenthal, State street mer- 
chant and ex-member of the board of educa- 
tion; secured his first position in the city asa 
stenographer in a millinery house at the 
munificent salary of $% per week. . From 
stenographer he became private secretary 
and confidential clerk to the firm's head. 
Here he learned the details of the business 
as well as the employer himself knew them, 
and promotion was rapid. He became travel- 
ing salesman, and In a few years embarked 
in business for himself. 

“The chinces for a young man engaged 
as a stenographer In a commercial house are, 
I would say, good,” says Mr. Rosenthal.

The Practical Side 


Mission Work. 
By Gertrude Jackson. 


T is a well known fact that most people, 
even church members who dre sufficient- 
ly zealous in other religious movements, 
are sadly lacking in enthusiasm when it 
comes to the subject of foreign missions. 


-"It may be that the individuals themselves are 
‘pot so much to blame for their apparent 


apathy, as it is possible that the subject may. 
never have been presented to them in a prop- 
erly impressive light. A brilliant missionary, 
worker says: “In too many churches 
The people 
hear nothing whatever of the work, save in 
connection with the contribution box.”’ 

It is in the hope of awakening indifferent 
Christians to a realization of their duties 
toward heathen fellow creatures, and of 
arousing to. greater actiyity the efforts of 
those already engaged in missionary work at 
‘“4home, that Miss Belle M. Brain has issued 
her book, “ Holding the Ropes,” a volume 
full of inspiring and practical information 
‘on “missionary methods for workers at 


home. 


‘Some Must “ Hold the Ropes.” 

For her title the author goes back to the 
speech in which William Carey, the founder 
of the first Baptist missionary society, an- 
nounced his intention of personally devoting 
himself to the foreign missionary field: 

“* We saw there was a gold mine in India,’ 
eaid Andrew Fuller in 1793, after listening 
to the stirring words of John Thomas, who 
had been pleading for India, ‘ but it. seemed 
almost as deep as the center of the earth. 
“who will venture to go explore it?’ we 
asked. 

“<«“T will go down,” responded William 
Carey, but you must holdthe ropes.” ’ 

“ Giving the gospel to every creature is the 
greatest work in the world, the most colos- 
sal enterprise ever undertaken by man,” and 
to accomplish this tremendous task, or even 
& small portion of it, requires not only hun- 
dreds of self-sacrificing workers in. distant 


unenlightened countries, but thousands of 


willing hands at home to “ hold the ropes.”’ 

Delavan L. Pierson says: “ The study of 
missions is a science and the management of 
@ missionary meeting is an art,’’ and he rec- 
ommends “ holding the ropes’’ as an excel- 
lent guide to both the science and the art 
of which he speaks.

Banks Wholesalers for Depositors. 

The lack ef facilities for knowing the value 
of most of the securities that are offered to 
the investing public is one of the conditions 
which enhance the value of such safe and as- 
sured channels of investment as are to be 
found in the savings banks, since the cautious 
and foresighted wage saver is naturally un- 
willing to risk his money in ventures, the 
stability of which he knows little or nothing 
about. Another bar to the investment of 
earnings in bonds or stocks is the usually 
large sum required to buy such securities of 
even the least denomination, and the relative- 
ly high price which small investors must pay 
for the same sto¢ks or bonds which banks 
and large buyers can purchase at par or ata 
low premium. A high premium may eat up 
the interest of a small investment carried 
for a short time, but the banks which, when 
they invest at all invest largely, have the 
advantage both of low prices and of long 
terms and so are able to pay their savings 
account customers a profit st to reserve & 

ble profit for themseives.

The prosperity of the savings banks them- 
selves has kept step with the increased 
patronage of the small depositor, and the 


principal reason for the advanced earnings * 


of these institutions has been the opportunity 
for greater earning power afforded by the 
long maintained level of good investment se- 
evfrities. 

Savings banks investments have for nearly 
a year been at the current low prices of other 
securities, and the banks were thus abie to 
put their money out and get more profitable 
returns than for some time. Another reason 
is the fact that banks are ndW receiving 
4% per cent for mortgages: that formerly 
yielded only 4 per cent or less. Another 
source of most satisfactory investment for 
the banks has been municipal bonds, which 
have been purchasable at a great advantage 
to the buyers, and have yielded more profit 
thanj for several years past 


* * 


Under Careful State Sypervision. 

There are twenty-five savings banks in Chi- 
cago,’ all of which are incorporated under 
the state law governing such establishments 
and all of which are in a thriying condition. 
They are supplying the channel for savings 
once provided by the building associations, 


but in a more conservative way. They credit 


all of their savings accounts, however small, 
with 3 per cent per annum, the interest be- 
ing computed semi-annually and so credited 
to each account on the first days of January 
and July. Interest is then paid on the total 
sum, the original interest credited compound+ 
ing itself and adding perceptibly in the 
course of a few years to the savings of the de- 
positor. 

A rigid surveillance of the books and af- 
fairs of all of the incorporated banks of 
Illinois is maintained by the state bank ex- 
aminers, whose practice it is to investigate 
the management and accounts’of the banks 
without prearranging the investigation or 
forewarning the officers of the banks of 
the visit of inspection. Most of the leading 
savings institutions also maintain member-

the tendency on all hands is to improve to 
the utmost and to safeguard in every way 
the stability of the associated banks, and to 
invite and merit the confidence of the small 
depositor. 

It has been sought, and with marked suc- 
cess, to induce the small wage earner to 
begin to save, no matter how small the 
amount. One dollar is enough to open an 
account. Small as it may seem, even to 
the $10 a week clerk or laborer, it will in- 
sire as much consideration and as much 
attention at the savings bank window as 
if it were a thousand. It is a beginning. 
That, according to all authority, is the 
hardest part of the duty of saving—to be- 
gin.

Fortunes in Tobacco Ash. 

‘ As everybody knows the ash left on burn- 
ing tobacco is considerable, and, as a matter 
of fact, the mineral matter of the tobacco 
leaf frequently amounts to as_ much as a 
fifth part of its weight. Thus, a ton of to~ 
bacco leaf would yield four hundredweights 
of ash, which represents valuable mineral 
constituents withdrawn from the soil, which 
have to be replaced by abundant manuring. 

It has been calculated, says the Lancet, 
that a ton of tobacco withdraws over a 
hundredweight of mineral constituents per 
acre of land. In 1901 the home consumption 
of tobacco in the united kingdom was at the 
rate of two pounds per head, or a total of 
about 40,000 tons, which represents, at what 
is now a probably low computation, approxi- 
mately 8,000 tons of ash annually committed 
to the winds or dissipated in some way or 
other. This would appear to be an astound- 
ing waste of material which: must be of 


enormous value to the soil, considering that — 


75 per cent consists of calcium , and ~pd- 
tassium salts and 15 per cent of magnesium 
and sodium s&alts, including nearly 5 per 
cent of the essential, constituents to all 
plants—phosphoric acid. On.the face of it

‘It stopped:raining in Kansas at last, verti- 
fying the private reports which reached this 
market on Friday of clearing weather rather 
than the official forecast for continued show- 
ers, The map showed nearly three-quarters 
of an inch had fallen in Wichita on Fridey, 


but jt had rained no where in the state since 


Friday afternoon; it was clear in the western 
half, and the forecast was for fair and warm- 
er weather, just the conditions needed to pre- 
vent further damage and possibly permit the 
saving of a good deal of wheat which some 
of the Kansas authorities, while it was still 
raining, feared was irretrievably destroyed. 

As the trade had anticipated-the change in 
weather conditions in the sharp break of 
Friday on heavy realizing, there was not s0 
much to do yesterday in the way of readjust- 
ing values. 
unchanged. Other deliveries; however, were 
easier, the old July losing %c, the new July 
ic, and the December \%c. Nicollet estimates 
the loss in the Kansas crop at 15,000,000 bu 
to 20,000,000 bu, cutting down the yield to 
65,000,000 bu. Some elevator people in 
Nebraska declared tHe yleld there did not 
promise over 50 per cent of last year. Some 
Kansas points evidently missed a good deal of 
the rain, for a mestage from Lyons, in the 
central part of the state, eaid there had been 
no rains there for threé days and harvesting 
and thrashing were in full progress. The 
rivers in Kansas are receding rapidly. 


Conditions Improved. 
While there were hedvy rains in southern 
Illinois and in the Ohio valley, the forecast 
is for generally fair weather. It was clear 
over most of the northwest and clear weather 


* promised, but some northwestern authorities 


are now claiming there cannot be more than 
a moderate average crop. There were no ar- 
rivals of new wheat. here and old wheat was 
strong to lc higher, No. 2 hard winter selling 
at 3c over old July in store.

Van Dusen-Harring- 
ton wired: “‘ The following is condensed in- 
formation supplied by observers whom we 
believe to be painstaking and reliable: Ir 
northern Minnesota and North Dakota crops 
have made splendid growth,*but low lands,. 
and, espedialiy those in the valley.of the Red 
river,.are showing the effect of’ teo much 
rain; there the grain is weedy, thin, and not 
making good growth. The drier lands of the 
Jim river’ country and the Missouri slope 
have. never promised so good a crop, but 
they also want clear weather now. In south- 
ern Minnesota the crop is becoming 
*spotted.” On high land and. fall plowing 
crops look well; barley and -oats are 
headed and wheat is now heading. On low 
land, and where grain was put in on stubble 
without plowing, grain is thin and weedy. 
There is a strip through Brown, Spink, and 
Faulk counties ip South Dakota needing 
rain, but generally speaking South Dakota 
small grain never promised better than to- 
day.

Advice on Mortgages. 


John P. Marsh & Co., mortgage bankers, 
have issued a booklet tn which is discussed 


‘ the general subject of mortgage investments. 


It contains many things of interest both to 
mortgage investors and owners of and opera- 
tors in real estate. 

In discussing the subject of margin of se- 
curity the booklet says: 

“A popular rule with many investors i 
to require a mortgage not exceeding in 
amount twice the ground value of the secur- 
ity. They hold failure to observe this rule 
puts too much faith in insurance companies, 
who would be the main protection to the in- 
vestor in case of loss of the building by fire. 
Considering that almost all realty holders 
are dependent on highly responsible insur- 
ance companies in case of fire loss and in 
view of the fact that losses are oat in- 
variably paid promptly, we do not believe 
that a building representing.a large propor- 
tion of mortgage security—the entire securli- 
ty not being of great value—can be a menace 
to the safety of the mortgage. This is es- 
pecially true when the building is a new 
dwelling of brick and stone situated out- 
side of the old and congested quarter of the 
city. Such a building is regarded as a pre- 
ferred risk, with fire losses extremely rare. 

‘““We believe the investor is fully as safe 
in accepting the policies of responsible in- 
surance companies protecting him against 
fire loss as he is in accepting opinions and 
guarantees of title. 


Object to Poor Buildings. 


“Large land values and poor improve- 
ments are, on the other hand, frequently un- 
desirable, it being often a safe plan to value 
such property as ground only. In making a 
loan of $3,000 on a modern brick building (the 
cash value of the ground and improvements 
being $6,000) it would asa rule be safer for 
the mortgagee were the building to cost 
$5,000 and the lot $1,000 than if the building 
cost $4,000 and the lot $3,000. In the latter 
case the real value of the lot is sacrificed to 
an inferior building, as a good cottage fre- 
quently costs $3,000. The income producing 


power of the property suffers in consequence, 
* thereby affecting its sale. 


“The investor in large loans is confronted 
by a different proposition, however, as. it 
would then be possible for a 50 per cent loan 
to be many times the cost of the land given 


as security, while the improvements might > 


of great value.

equals the loan and the loan is large and only 
50 per cent of the total value of the property, 
the investor is then sure of a valuable im- 
provement naturally producing a‘ good in- 
comé, but a 50 per cent loan on a compara~ 
tively small propertyy of equal land value 
‘would not generally insure improvements of 
a profitable and satisfactory character.

BIG RACE 70 BROOMSTICK 


CAPT. BROWN’S HORSE WINS $25,- 
000 BRIGHTON HANDICAP. 


Ben Strome Colt Smashes American 
Record for Mile and a Quarter, Held 
by Waterboy, Negotiating Distance 
in 2:02 4-5—Winner Is Ridden by 
Burns and Victory Is Surprise, as 
Ort Wells and Irish Lad Were the 
Picks—Highball Third. 


— 


New York, July 9.—A new world’s’ record 
for one and a quarter miles was created in 
the Brighton handicap ‘at Brighton Beach 
this afternoon. Broomstick, from the stable 
of Capt. 8S. 8. Brown, the Pittsburg million- 
aire,-won by a short head from Herman B. 
Duryea’s Irish Lad. W. M. Scheftel’s High- 
ball, winner of the American Derby, was 
third. The time, 2:04%, is the best on record 
for the distance over any kind of a track. 

Irish Lad led the way almost from begin- 
ning to end. He faltered in the last jump, 
and Broomstick, hgving kept step with him 
for the last quarter of a mile, showed his 
nose in front as they passed under the wire. 
When the Duryea horse came back to the 
stand the great crowd knew why ‘he had 
faitered, for he could scarcely hobble along, 
having gone lame in the last few strides of 
his record breaking journey. 

Waterboy and Ort. Wells, heavily played 
as first and second choices, were never prom- 
inent in the running and finished fifth and 
sixth respectively. 


Big Crowd on Hand. 

Perfect weather drew an immense crowd 
to the racetrack by the sea, for it was felt 
by every lover of the thoroughbred that the 
world’s record hung up a year ago yesterday 
by Waterboy would be broken. Every avail- 
able inch of space about the grand stand, 
club house, field stands, and lawn was 
crowded to its utmost capacity an hour be- 
fore the handjcap, which was fourth on the 
rrogram. More than 30,000 persons, includ- 
ing a large percentage of women, cheered 
as Waterboy, in the orange and blue of 
J. B. Haggin, strode majestically through 
the paddock gate and headed the procession 
past the grand stand. Irish Lad, always 
popular with the metropolitan crowd, was 
next in the procession, and was loudly ac- 
claimed. Ort Wells, the grand 3 year oli 
son of King Eric, was next, in the colors of 
John A. Drake. Behind him came Major 
Daingerfield, owned by William B. Leeds; 
Highball, the Scheftel candidate; Broom- 
stick, bearing the cherry jacket of the Brown 
stable; and Eugenia Burch, in the white and 
black of Mrs. L. Curtis. 

All eyes were riveted on the first three, 
and little Broomstick, practically neglected 
in the betting, cantered away to the post 
almost unnoticed. 


Irish Lad Makes Pace. 

Starter Cassidy lined up the field and sent 
it away in quick order. Broomstick had the 
rail and showed in front for a moment, but 
Irish Lad, cleverly handled by Hildebrand, 
quickly replaced the leader, and Highball 
drew up rapidly. In this order they passed 
the judges’ stand, with Waterboy running 
fourth, Ort Wells fifth, Eugenia Burch sixth, 
and Major Daingerfield last. Irish Lad’s 
great speed seemed to increase as he went 
around the sharp turns of the circular track, 
and, try as they might, the others could not 
overtake him. At the half mile post he was 
half a length in front. Hildebrand eased up 
a bit, thinking to save his charge for the great 
effort in the homestretch. Then Broomstick 
crawled up slowly beside him. At thé mile 
post the Brown candidate showed his nose 
in front for a moment, but he could not gain 
an inch and they came down the stretch side 
by side, with Irish Lad just enough in the 
lead to appear certain of victory. The grand 
struggle which had evoked volleys of cheers 
from the moment the horses passed the half 
mile post brought every one to his feet, 
screaming with might and main for his favor- 
ite. The supporters of Waterboy and Ort 
Wells had given up hope long before the 
racers had turned into the stretch, and the 
jockeys on those horses, seeing how hopeless 
was the chance for overtaking the flying 
leaders, did‘not urge on their mounts. The 
mile post had been passed in 1:37%, and the 
hopelessness of making up ground at such 
a clip was apparent to the tail enders. 


Great Horse Goes Lame. 

A few yards from the judges’ stand, with 
a mighty roar of applause ringing in his 
ears, Irish Lad faltered and his head droo>ed. 
Broomstick jumped into the lead, and as they 
shot past the wire showed a short head in 
front. Highball was six lengths away from 
Irish Lad and the others were strung out. 

When the time was hung up, showing a4 new 
world’s record, another wave of cheers swept 
over the crowd, but it died away into one of 
sympathy as Irish Lad limped back to the 
judges’ stand. It was discovered a few days 
ago that he had developed an incipient ring- 
bone, and it is said to be entirely probable 
today’s race will be his last. 

The race was worth $25,000, of which $2,000 
went to the second and $1,000 to the third 
horses. The fractional time was: :23%; 
1:00%; 1:12%; 1:25; 1:374%; 202%.

NEW YORK VIEW OF SITUATION. 


Gotham Paper Believes Washington 
Park was Closed by “Politicians” and 
Says Illinois Needs Racing Law. 


The closing of the gates at Washingto 
park, June 21, probably marks the passing 
of one of the handsomest and most success- 
ful race courses in America. Theclub’s first 
president was Gen. Phil Sheridan, and its in- 
augural meeting was held in 1884, when the 
great mare Modesty won the first American 
Derby. This is not the only time that Wash- 
ington park has had to suspend operations 
because of the stopping of betting. For sev- 
eral seasons, less than a decade ago, the 
gates were not opened, except tothe trotters 
during the meeting of the Northwestern 
Breeders’ association, and on their contests 
no pools were sold. The anti-pool selling laws 
in the state of Illinols are enforced in much 
the same manner as they are in some other 
states. A county fair association may hold 
all the meetings it pleases, with bookmaking 
on the trotting races and shell games running 
on the side; the sheriff and the common- 
wealth’s attorney close their eyes and noth- 
ing is done about it. 

In Chicago, Mayor Harrison and Sheriff 
Barrett have allowed pool selling and book- 
making on the races at Washington park 
for a number of years, and the racing has 
not only been excellent but the public has 
given liberal support, and,when the Amer- 
ican Derby was contested June 18, the mana- 
gers bravely announced that the stakes of L 
the entire meeting would be run off regard- | ~ 
less of any interference with the betting 
on the partoftheauthorities. In three days, 
however, the loss to the association in rev- 
enue was nearly $100,000, o the stewards 
of the Washington Park club decided it was 
time to quit. All stakes were declared 
off, and it is announced that racing at the 
famous course has been postponed indefi- 


The whole trouble seems to have been 
caused by the ruling off of certain obnoxious 
persons by men financially interested 
Washington park. These persons had power- 
ful friends in the Harrison administration 
who tried to have them restored to good 
standing. Failing in this, the order was 
issued that there should be no more betting. 
Instead of surrendering to a lot of crooks, 
the Washington Park association has taken 
its medicine and will stay out of business 
rather than grant any privileges to men 
whose expulsion it believes to have been 
for the best interest of the turf. 

If the sheriff of Cook county were to do his © 
duty there would be no racing in or near Chi- 
cago. The law prohibits bookmaking and 
pool selling. He should enforce the law, and 
the commonwealth’s attorney of Cook coun- 
ty should see that he enforces it. If it is 
illegal to bet at Washington park it is also 
illegal to bet at Harlem, Hawthorne, and 
Worth. All the tracks come under the same 
state law, and the fact that the latter three 
are located outside the cly limits of Chicago 
should have nothing to do with the case. 

What Illinois needs ts a law patterned 
after the Percy-Gray law of New York. 
This instrument has withstood the attacks 
of all kinds of soreheaded gamblers who were 
prevented from wrecking the homes of the

LIPTON CUP RAGES 


YACHTSMEN PREPARING FOR THE 
AUGUST CONTESTS. 


All Events at Present Are in a 
Measure but Preliminaries to the 
Bigger Affair—Outside Clubs Have 
Built Many Boats to Struggle for the 
Trophy and Chicago Will Have Difi- 
culty in Defending Against the 
Challengers. 


As the most of the yachting events at this 
time are in a measure preliminaries to the 
Lipton cup races, which are to be held off 
the Chicago harbor next month, the big 
event of the great lakes is the principal topic 
of donversation among the local amateur 
saflors, and especially among the members 
of the Columbia Yacht club. The event is 
creating more interest this year than ever 
before in the history of the fixture. This Ie 
largely due to the fact that this year’s races 
will be of more than local interest, and will 
become an intercity and interlake struggle 
for supremacy in the twenty-one foot class. 

The absolute lack of new defenders thir 
year is beginning to be viewed with alarm 
by the Columbia yachtsmen, and they recog- 


to remain in Chicago for another season it 
is up to one of last year’s boats to win it. 
At the close of last season and during the — 
winter months rumors were rife as to new 
craft which would be put out to try con- 
clusions with the outside entries, and the 
expectation was that a formidable fleet of 
defenders would preclude all possibility of 
the Lipton cup going elsewhere, but now.

Outside Clubs Make Preparations. 

In marked contrast to the conditions and 
prospects here are the elaborate arrange- 
ments made at Detroit for lifting the cup, 
and early season reports of the performances 
of the outside boats in preliminary brushes 
certainly make the chances of the challen- 
gers look good. The Detroit men are going 
after the cup as if they meant to get it, and 
have added five new twenty-one footers th 
season, four of which will be entered by the 
Country club. The reports that come from 
across the lake are not based on mere hear- 
say, as William Cothroll, official measurer 
of the Columbia Yacht club, was,engaged by 
the Detroit clubs in measuring the boats that 
will come to Chicago in August. The De- 
troit yacht owners, taking the cue from the 
controversy here as to the eligibility of cer- 
t..in boats of the class, did not care to take 
any chances on having their entries dis- 
qualified at the eleventh hour, and so se- 
cured the services of a measurer from out- 
side of their own club to determine whether 
or not they were within limitations govern- 
ing the class. 

‘*T was favorably impressed with the De- 
troit boats, and it would not be at all sur- 
prising if one of them should take the cup 
back with them after the series is sailed 
next month,” said Mr. Cothroll yesterday. 
“As was the case with some of the local 
twenty-ene footers, I found upon applying 
the tape that their boats were not all within 
the requirements and so ordered some 
changes made in two or three of them. 


Pirate Looks the Best. | 

“ Pirate looked to be the most likely one of 
the lot and should prove one to be reckoned 
with. The yacht was a trifle too long in both 
over all and water line lengths, but this can 
be easily remedied. Eyota is ‘another one 
that looks promising, especially under con- 
ditions where there is a good breeze and fair- 
ly smooth water. Each boat of the fleet will 
be able to come within the limitations, and 
the local boats will have to go some to beat 
them. 

“The fact of the matter is the designers 
and builders have about reached the limit 
of speed as far as construction is concerned, 
and it ts up to the yachtsmen to win on sea- 
manship. In this connection the consensus 
of opinion seems to be that the local men 
must handle their canvas better than they 
have so far this season if the Lipton cup Is 
kept on this side of the lake.” 


Local Yachts May Spring Surpriece. 

Of the Columbia Yacht club’s twenty-one 
footers, La Rita, Hoosier, and Yo San have 
all undergone certain changes required under 
a strict interpretation of the rules, and, 
judging from their recent races, the altera- 
tions have not materially affected their speed, 
ang together with Sprite of the Chicago Yacht 
club may spring a surprise on the yachts mak- 
ing up the invading fleet.

Boston, Mass., July 9.—[ Special. ]—The team

land to compete with the Oxford-Cambridge 
; team at London July 23 is, from an American 
standpoint, a fast one..

York.

Twice the run from 
this city to Boston and return was accom- 
plished and each time a sufficient detour 
from the direct line between Hartford, Conn., 
and Worcester, Mass., was effected to make 
the total mileage 1,133, though the actual 
distance without stopping the engine was 
1,053. miles, as compared with the English 
record of 1,029% miles. 
Narrow Escape at New Haven. : 

In the stop at 1,053 miles lies a story. 
Mr. La Roche, who was driving in the last 
stage of the journey, had planned to cover 
1.200 or more without a stop, but to avoid 
what might have been a serious accident 
~near New Haven he ditched the machine 
and stopped the engine'for thirty seconds. 
This was caused by the turning over of a 
light rig by a frightened horse and the 
throwing of a woman directly in front of 
the automobile. | 

The driver steered his machine into a 
deep ditch, went to the assistance of the 
woman, righted her vehicle, and waited 
until she had got started on her way again. 
In'the ‘excitement of the rescue the engine 
was accidentalNy stopped for a half minute 
and that point concluded officially the non- 
stop run. 

The average speed throughout was seven- 
teen miles an hour, the rate going through 
large towns being much under this. Thecar 
driven was Of fifteen horse power with ton- 
neau, and besides the driver there was a 
mechanic and an observer in it at all times. 
The only mishap was a punctured tire, which 
was repaired in twenty-one minutes, with- 
out stopping the engine.

The predictions as to the length of time 
Port Arthur will hold out vary considerably, 
but if we consider what it means to take a 
bravely defended fortified place by siege it 
seems likely that the Japa@ese thhave at the 
least six weeks’ work from the time serious 
operations commence. 

Of course, nobody knows, because this fs 
the first time a modern fortified place has 


high angle fire. 

But unless the Russians surrender through 
demoralization, what is called a “ regular 
siege *’ will have to be carried out, and this 
is necessarily a slow operation. 

After the besieging force has got into posi- 
tion the advance must be made in trenches 
Miles and miles of trenches, four feet deep 
and ten or more feet wide, will have to be 
dug. the work being done at night, and this 
is what makes a siege so tedious. As soun 
as the bombardment, which ts continucd 
night and day from the moment it begins, 
has slackened the fire of the fort, prepara-. 
tions are made to openthetrenches, . 

There are several kinds of trenches—sim- 
Pie trenches, saps, flying saps, full saps, 
blinded saps, ete.—each suited to particular 
circumstances, but space will not allow of 
their description. Two terms, however, 


“ parallels.” 

A “ parallel ” is a trench, often many miles 
long, which fronts the fortress. Supposing 
the army is 4,000 yards from the fortress 
during the commencing bombardment this fs 
called ‘the “first artillery position.” They 
want to move nearer, and so they construct 
the “first parallel,"" perhaps at a distance 
of 3,000 yards from the fortress. But, in 
order that men and guns may move safeiy 
into this “ parallel,”’ approaches have to be 
cut. That is a number of trenches leading 


been attacked with high explosive shells and 
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leading to the parallels are dug so that they cannot be swept by the enemy’s fire. The men dig the trenches under 
the protection of their own artillery: The parallels are for the protection of the storming parties as they approach 


nearer and nearer the walls. 


from the first artillery position into the 
‘parallel.’ These approaches run in Zig- 
zags, as, if they were straight, they would 
be open to the enemy’s fire. 

The way in which the “‘ parallel ”’ is openec 
is interesting. So soon as,it grows dusk, a 
number of officers, accompanied by sappers, 
move forward. Here they trace the lines 
which the parallel will follow. Bach sapper 
has a picket and a measuring tape. The 
officer stations the first sapper at the end of 
the trench line, takes the end of his tap@and 


walks along until the tape is drawn out. At 


this point he places a second sapper, takes 


his tape and walks to the end of, and so on. 


The sappers drive the pickets into the 
ground, fasten the tapes to them, and lie 
down to await the working party. . 

Later on the working party, with picks 
pnd shovels, arrives and sets to work with 
all its.might. By “break of day each man 
must have dug a trench five feet long, six 
and one-half wide, and 4 feet deep. except 
the front eighteen inches, which is only one 


and one-half feet deep. The earth he piles | 


in front, to form a parapet. 
At daylight this trench will be occupied 
by a strong force, called the ‘* guard of the 


trenches.” But the work is not yet finished 
for the following two nights are also devoted 
to digging, and when finished the trench is 
ten feet wide at the bottom or more, much 
wider on top, four feet deep, having steps 
in front, and protected by a parapet of earth 
in front, which is about four and one-half 
feet high. 

Behind this parallel'’ protected places 
are formed for the artillery, another big job, 
secing that thirty feet of earth, and prob- 
ably more, is required to insure the safety 
of the guns, : 

The artillery is now brought forward to 
this, the **‘ second ” artillery position, where 
it can obviously fire with much better effect. 
The guns open fire as soon as possible, and 
from this position they have a good chance 
of silencing the guns of the fortress alto- 
gether. ‘ 

The sappers now commence to make ap- 


proaches forward from this first parallel: 


until they reaich the line where the second 
parallel is to be constructed. The second 
parallel will have to be nearer ¢o the first 
than it is to the fortress, so that, if there is 
a sortie of the. enemy, reinforcements can 
reach it sooner than the enemy’s troops. It 


is precisely the same as the first parallel. al- 
though it may be constructed with the aid of 
“ gabions,"’ Which are large wicker baskets 
without bottoms. In this second parallel the 
Sappers are greatly exposed to the enemy's 
fire, and by using these gabions they can 
throw up cover more quickly. 

When the second parallel is finished and 
occupied, a further advance is made, anda 
third parallel Is opened. In the old days 
three parallels sufficed. But with the present 
long range guns more are required. At Bel- 
fort the Germans opened their third parallel 
1,200 yards from the fortress. and they would 
have had to open more only that the French 
surrendered. At Fort Wagner in the civil 
war five parallels were required. At Port 
Arthur perhaps more than this will be neces- 
fSary. 

Of course, the nearer the besiegers get to 
the fortress the harder their work. They 
have to construct bomb proofs and splinter 
proofs and to work behind shields. It is 
obvious that all this work takes a long time 
to execute. At any stage, of course, the 
fortress may surrender, worn out by the 
bombardment, which never ceases. But over 
half a million shells were thrown into Bel- 
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fort, neatly every house tn’ the Nace was 
struck, and yet it did not surrender pntil 
orders were sent from Paris. 

What-effect the high explosives may have 
on the Russians it is impossible to say. But, 
granting that they hold out till the last, and 
that the Japanese arrive at their last paral- 
lel, the following series of events will ensue. 
From this position will be made the final 
attack, and, in military language, this part 
of the operation consists of: 

1. The capture and crossing of the covered 


way.» 
2, Breaching the scarp and counterscarp. 


8. Passing the ditch. 

4. Capturing and crowning the breaches of 
the outer works and the main work in suc- 
cession. 

5. The final reduction of the interior in- 
trenchment of keep. 

Rather a formidable undertaking; very 
bloody, and not always successful, The be- 
siegers have this in their favor: Fresh men 
can be brought up, while the garrison is 
often weak from want of food and half de- 
mented from the long bombardment. On the 
other hand, the besiegers are working under 
terrible difficulties, exposed to.the deadly 
fire of rifles, machine guns, and probably 
field guns, while the ground over which they 
pass may be honeycombed with mines, and 
may at any moment be flooded. 

It must. not be forgotten that there are 
usually, as at Port Arthur, detached forts a 
good distance outside the fortress proper, 
And to take any of these forts by siege 
involves all the operations described. When 
the forts, or, at least, two of them, are taken, 
the whole series ofapproaches and parallels 
have then to be constructed towards the 
fortress "proper. So that the taking of a 
place by regular siege is a long task. Many 
places, however, surrender after some days’ 
bombardment, as did a dozen or more in the 
Franco-Prussian war. *

In 
offices practically adjoining one another in 
Fenchurch avenue pessimistic or optimistic 
Opinions of the trade condition ean be had 
for the asking. It depends largely inte whose 
hands the inguirer falls whether he obtains 
a favorable or an unfavorable impression of 
the state of business. 


The weight of evidence, however, is un- 


favorable. The statistics of the industry in 
recent months are as conflicting in some 
particulars as individual opinions. Thus for 
the five months ending on June 1, with a 
total export of coal of 314,000 tons mote than 
in 1908, the declared value shows a dbcrease 
of $1,210,000. The conclusion that unbiased 
authorities have arrived at is that while the 
British export trade in coal has been fairly 
well maintained, it has been conducted upon 
a low basis of price which leaves only meager 


profits to the coal producing companies. 


War in the East Helps. 

That the industry, while less remunerative 
than in former years. has not as yet felt thé 
full measure of the ‘depression experienced 
elsewhere in Great Britain is in part account- 
ed for by the unusual demand for coé!l arising 
from the Ruaso-Japanese war...

Then 
the location of numerous foreign corporations 
in London is a great advantage. English 
middiemen in the coal business d6 not have 
to go to Brazil or Argentina to make coal con- 
tracts with a railroad. Within ten minutes 
of this office is located practically every 
South American railroad corporation and 
many of the electric light and tramway cor- 
porations as well’ We are able to make our 
contracts with them here and this gives us 
a. commanding position.”’

Added Cost of Production. 


“Our coal producers,” said he, “ while not

*“ All of-this reduces the margin of profit. 
Although the output is sustained and prices 
are not bad there is less money in the British 
coal mining trade than hertofore. Then 
there ts another matter—that is the discov- 
ery and development of coal elsewhere. 


~. Cape Breton a Competitor. 


* I do not refer to the United States, which 
even now exceeds us slightly in coal output, 
for America consumes most of its own coal. 
Cape Breton island, however, is developing 
rapidly and cutting into our export trade to 
the Dominion and India in its coasting trade 
and for short voyages between ports. 

“One thing about the American bituminous 
which is against its use in the West Indies is 
its wastage. It breaks up and when stored 
in- heaps the torrential rains of the tropics 
washes a considerable portion away. 

“Of course we can never expect to com- 
pete with the American anthracite. The 
total free Welsh production of anthracite is 
only about 5,000,000 tons, against the re- 
stricted or controlled Pennsylvania output of 
70,000,000 or 80,000,000 tons.”’

ALTON BROOKS PARKER. 

Parker's personality, if there were need 
of driving it home to one word, would best 
be enfolded in the word stability. 

He was born & New York farmer in the 
Hudson river region. He remains a New 
York farmer in the Hudson river region. 
His estate at Esopus is none the less a farm 
because it happens to be called by the estate- 
ly name of Rosemont. 

Parker owns two farms besides Rose- 
mont.’ He is what his fathers were be- 
fore him, a practical cultivator of ground 
and a practical breeder of animals. When 
he stands in his farm clothes among his Red 
Poll bulls, his Shropshire sheep, and his 
Poland China pigs, this chief judge of the 
state of New York is one of the finest living 
illu ons of the stability of temperament 
ik Soe some men rooted securely in 
their ancestral environment. | 
_‘Phe same fundamental characteristic can 


‘be observed in Parker’s work as a judge. 


He has been a judge since 1885. Before 
1885 he had taken an active personal part 
in bbeal politics. Since 1885 he has never 
strayed from the bench to the hustings. He 
has regarded himself as the agent of the 
state of New Yerk for the settlement of 
legal controversies and for the maintenance 
of the science of jurisprudence. From this 
high vocation he has#never been drawn away 
by any counter call of political exigency or of 
personal ambition. The serene and unvexed 


‘impartiality of the law could be intrusted 


tg.,po more unwaxering hands. 
Lo-stability. ineigherited instincts and to 


stability in chosen duty Parker adds a sta- 
bility even in daily personal habits. On 
arising he dresses for his morning ride. On 
returning from his ride he dresses for the 
Court of Appeals. On returning from the 
Court of Appeals he dresses for dinner, 
His triple sartorial equipment, the amaze 
ment of the special correspondent, is as pre- 
cise in its details as it is inevitable in its se- 
quence. Parker, for better or for worse, is 
no roving comet seeking change and adven- 
ture through the corners of the universe. 
He is one of the most respectable of planets 
circling on schedule time around a fixed 
orbit. 

Yef he seems to have enough distinction of 
temper to attract interest. He was not 
much more than a boy when he was elected 
clerk of a board of supervisors. He was 
only 26 when he was elected surrogate of 
Ulster couritty. He was only 32 when he 
was reélected surrogate on a democratic 
ticket which brought success to him alone, 
He was only 34 when he became chairman 
of. the. state committee in the campaign 
which made David B. Hill governor. 

With Hill’s election his active political 
life ceased. At the close of the campaign 
the man whom he had helped into the state- 
house helped him into the judiciary. From 
1885 to the present time Parker has been a 
judge. Also, he has been a jurist. He has 
drawn so far away from politics that his 
decisions, are developments in jurisprudence 
and not incidents in party warfare. 

Nevertheless his political strength has re- 


inated by the democrats for the office of 
chief judge of the Court of Appeals, the 
highest judicial office in New York. In 1896 
McKinley had carried New York state by 
268,000. Parker annihilated this majority. 
and created a counter majority of 60,000, 
He is the only democrat who has’ been 
elected to a state office in New York sirfce 
1891. 

Parker's immovable stability on the bench | 
has been open to only one doubt. In the 
case of the law which provided for the pay- 
ment of “ the prevailing rate of wages ” in 
municipal contracts, in the case of the law 
which provided for the regulation of child 
labor, in the case of the law which limited 
the number of hours during which bakers 
might work, and in other cases of similar 
import, Parker has held that such laws 
were valid, and that in putting them on the 
statute book the state had not exceeded its 
constitutional powers. The impression left 
upon some minds is that Parker is tempera- 
mentally inclined to the passage of laws for 
the relief of labor. 

If his decisions on labor laws be com- 
pared, however, with his decisions on other 
laws that have nothing to do with labor, it 
will be found that his refusal to declare 
labor laws unconstitutional has its basis 
not in economic but in strictly legal predi- 
lections. Parker seems never to declare a 
law unconstitutional if he can helpit. He 
is not one of those judicial formalists who 
find their chief happiness in denouncing a 
law on insurance because it conflicts with 
a constitutional amendment on slavery. It 
is doubtful, therefore, if either labor or cap- 
ital will be able to show that Parker, in the 
whole course of his judicial career, has been 
actuated consciously or unconsciously by 
any opinions other than those of a student 
of the history oflaw. It was simply because 
of his disinclination to allow the legislature 
to be continually cramped by the judiciary 
that. Parker upheld the constitutionality of 
the labor laws of New York. 

As a citizen and a jurist, Alton B. Parker 
bas been upright, clean minded, and honor- 
able. The democratic party has done well 
in presenting to the country a candidate of 
such personal rectitude. 

It is too early to discuss Parker the candi- 
date. His political experience, never wide, 
eame to an end twenty years ago. He has 
no record on any of the public questions now 
awaiting popular decision. Indeed, owing 
to his self-enjoined policy of silence, even his 
views on these questions are as yet quite 

unknown.

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 


The fog of mystery surrounding the war 
has been thicker during the last week than 
ever before. There is a feeling that great 
events are going forward, but only the 
merest rumors of them have reached the 
outer world. 

Kuroki has pushed his lines forward a few 
miles. Sakaroff reports that on the morning 
of July 7 a vast camp of the enemy was dis- 
covered in the neighborhood of Siaokhetzza, 
which is probably located as marked on the 
map in another column. The Russians re- 
pért that Kuroki has not moved forward 
from Ta and Fenshui passes. 

In the meantime Oku has been active. 

After a severe fight on Friday he occupied 

Kaichou. It is unofficially reported from 

Tokio that he captured ten guns and fifty 

prisoners. If this be true the Russians ex-. 
hibited unpardonable negligence, because 

they must have allowed another smal! por- 

tion of their army to be caught by a superior 

force. If Kouropatkin, lost ten guns at 

Kaichou, he repeated the blunder of the | 
Yalu crossing and of Telissu. He allowed 

an inferior force, without hope of reinforce- 

ments, to get involved"in‘a serious fight, to 

get partly surrounded, and to have its guns 

taken. Perhaps he is undeserving of such 

strictures. The report of the Kaichou in- 

cident has not been confirmed, nevertheless, 

he has already committed this identical. 
blunder twice, and may have repeated him- 

self. 

The puzzling question in regard to the 
Japanese disposition is the whereabouts of 
Nodzu. Early in May he was reported to 
have landed at Takushan, with the first, 
third, and fourth divisions. Since then his 
name has hardly appeared in Tokio dis- 
patches. Now, the troops which carried 
Nanshan hill were the first, third, and fourth 
divisions, the same as landed at Takushan 
under Nodzu. When this army was trans- 
ferred to the Liaotung peninsula is it not 
likely that Gen. Nodzu, its commander, went 
with it? If so, he is probably the mysterious 
‘euen, Nogi” continually referred to in un- 
official dispatches, but never in Japanese 
official reports, ‘as besieging Port Arthur. 
In the army list of Japan there are two 
marshals, four generals, and thirteen lieu- 
tenant generals. Not one of these is named 
Nogi. It is hardly likely that the siege of 
Port Arthur would be intrusted to a com- 
mander lower in ragk than a lieutenant gen- 
eral. 

Admiral Alexieff’s report on the naval 
battle of June 23 (im w hich the Russians suf- 
fered slightly, not seriously, as reported by 
Togo), has considerably cleared up the naval 
situation. In that fight the Russians sight- 
ed in the Japanese equadron four first class 
and ong second clags battleships, as well as 
four first class armored cruisers. At the 
beginning of the war the Japanese had five 
first class and one second class battleships. 
The Hatsuse was sunk. Therefore the re- 
mainder of the Japanese battleship squad- 
ron, by Russian report, is intact. Further- 
nore, it is concentrated near Port Arthur, 
and Admiral Kantimura’s fleet must con- 
sist only of cruisers. The Japanese have’ 
seven first class armored cruisers. Four of 
them were at. Port Arthur on June 23. 
-Threé are probably with Kamimura to cope 
with the three armored cruisers of the Vlaq- 
ivostok squadron. 

Kamimura has had his third chance to 
engage this squadron, but he has failed 


tried to head off the big ships on the high 
seas with torpedo boats. 
it, of course. This confirms the prophecies 
of the limitations of the torpedo boat. 
Against ships at rest near harbors they are 
good, but on the high seas they are not of 
much account. 

The Japanese suffered a naval Manse 
during the week in the blowing up of the 


tons. Its commander got most of the crew 
off, but refused to leave himself and was 
drowned. The Kaimon was in Dalny bay. 
Its destruction shows that the divers en- 
gaged in clearing out the mines must have 
overlooked one of them, 
Admiral Togo reported that in the. course 
of a torpedo attack on the night of June 27 
a Russian guardship in the outside harbor 
and a Russian destroyer were sunk. The 
guardship had two masts and three funnels. 
Togo ‘had fourteen men killed and three 
wounded. It is not known whether the 
guardship was a battleship or a cruiser. 
While Kouropatkin and Kuroki have 
been facing each other and feinting, the 
siege of Port Arthur has been vigorously 
prosecuted. The Japanese are gradually 
moving on from hill to hill, and have mount- 
ed their heavy siege guns in such a way as 
to reach all parts of the town. The Japs 
have apparently stretched their line clear 
around the town from Pigeon bay on the 
west to Lounvantian on the east. A Ger- 
man reports that Port Arthur is overforti- 


placed too near together in such a way that 
if a key fort be taken there will be hatt a 
dozen or a dozen other strongholds upon 
which the key fort can direct a plunging fire. 

The Japanese evidently are trying to get 
as close as possible to Port Arthur by ap- 
proaches before putting their fate to the 
test of assault. Within a few weeks these 
approaches will be completed, and the world 
will have the story, either of the fallof Port 
Arthur or of its successful defense against

THE ATTACK ON oN LORD CURZON. 
- Since his return to England Lord Curzon 
has stirred up so much discussion that he 
might well be regarded as an important issue 
in British politics. The empire 1s divided 
into Curzonites and anti-Curzonites. 


The principal charges against the five 


years of Curzon administration in India are 
that the viceroy has acted like “ an absolute- 
ly infallible despot,” that he has arrayed 
himgelf against higher education in India as 
a menace to govérnment, that he has of- 
fended the great princes of feudatory India 
by degrading them from the position of allies 
to that of vassals and inferiors of the viceroy, 
that.he has aroused intense racial animosity 
between Englishmen and Indians, that he 
has increased the revenues from £68,500,000 
sterling in 1899 to £83,000,000 in 1904, thus 
adding to the burdens of a people already 
taxed to the limit of exhaustion. At the 
same time the annual military expenditures 
have been increased over $10,000,000. Con- 
tinually face to face with famine, it is 
charged that he has refused to take the most 
experienced advice for its relief. | 

Apart from the opposition te Lord Curzon 
due to his affiliation with the imperialists, 
he has encountered the enmity which pro- 
gressive and energetic administration al- 
ways meets. A manu who inflicted summary 
punishment upon an entire lancer regiment, 
one of the crack corps of the British cavalry, 
for the shameful abuse of native watercar- 
riers by soldiers of that regiment, can look 
for resentment. in certain quarters, Yet the 
man who improved the ventilation and light- 
ing of barracks will long be remembered by 
the English soldier as the viceroy who gave 
him cool nights and unbroken sleep. 

It was in the famine of 1900 that Lord 
Curzon demonstrated his real qualifications 
as a ruler. In the withering heat of the In- 
dian summer the people witnessed the new 
spectacle of a viceroy visiting the cholera 
stricken camps and traversing the famine 
districts, foremost in the work of organized 
relief. 

The reforms which Lord Curzon has ef- 
fected in India are the kind that a capable 
man of business would institute after a 
He has 
abolished a vast amount of red tape in the 
departmental service. He has advanced the 
work of irrigation, has promoted trade with 
Persia, has reached an understanding with 
neighboring tribes on the frontier question 
which had been discussed in vain for thirty 
years, has reduced the telegraphic rate to 
Europe, has encouraged the building of more 
railroads. In addition he has given the In- ‘ 
dian race what its traditions long for—a 
strong personal government. If that per- 
sonal government surrounds itself with a 
certain amount of pomp and splendor it is 
because it is demanded by the peculiarities 
of the oriental mind. It was so in the great 
days of the moguls, in the golden age of 
India; it is so today in the native states 
which comprise so large a part of the Indian 
empire. 

During the five years of his administration 
the viceroy has visited every chief of India 
in his own home and has explained to each 
of them what he is trying to do for them, 
their descendants, and their people. The 
result has been that the native chiefs have 
shown greater loyalty to the British govern- 
ment and haye sent their sons to join the 
imperial cadet corps, by which a career in 
the army is opened to the nobility of India. 

The problems of India are perhaps the 
most heartrending ever offered to a people 
for solution. To govern 295,000,000 people, 
always on the brink of starvation, is an ap- 
palling task. Lord Curzon has devoted to 
this task his tireless energy and extremely 
practical mind. Hehas madea real start to- 
wards better things for India. Phe English 
government has recognized his services by 
extending his term from five years to seven. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Business for the last week has been at the 
summer ebb. Rain in the winter wheat belt 
and little hot weather in the corn belt have 
added to the weakness of the markets. 
Oats and cotton are reported in good con- 
dition. There was a 4 per cent increase in 
_the gross railroad receipts for June over 
“June of last year. 

There are normal inquiries in pig iron and 
in steel. The situation, however, imdicates 
that the producers are not willing to sell at 
present prices. In both lines the near out- 
look is for the bettering of prospects. 

Wool continues as the strongest of the 
textiles. The mills are confronted with a 
rising market, averaging 2 cents to the 
pound in the spring clip. Not enough new 
lines have been opened to indicate the state 
‘of trade. The clothing trades strike has 
served to cloud the outlook, There has been 
an increased export demand for cotton, but 
no marked expansion of trade.~"The dry 
goods markets have ruled quiet. ‘ « 

Bank clearings for the week show a de- 
crease of 3.4 per cent for the whole coun- 
try, as compared with last year’s period. 
Business failures show an increase from 
194 for the corresponding week last year to 
206 for the last week. In Canada in the 
last week were twelve failures, against 
twenty-four in the corresponding week last 
year. 

In general the situation is exceedingly 
quiet, but in nowise alarming.

Many a day he had pastured them 
in the open plain and nothing unusual oc- 
curred. But on this day when he least ex- 
pects it he sees the presence of God in the 
bush which shone with divine glory. 

In the light of this sacred history read your 
own life story.

In an address Lord Kelvin once delivered on the subject he gathered 
together the opinions of various scientific men, which cannot but be of in- 
terest to every thinking being. Darwin, in his “ Origin of Species,” stated 
that “in all probability a far longer period than 300.000,000 years has 
elapsed,” while later on, in the same book, he wrote: “ He who can read 
Sir Charles Lyell’s grand work on the ‘ Principles of Geology,’ which the 
future historian will recognize as having produced a revolution in natural 
science, yet does not admit how incomprehensibly vast have been the past 
periods of time, may at once close this volume.” 

Lord Kelvin himself—then Prof. William Thomson—over forty years 
ago made an attempt to calculate the length of time during which the sun 
has been burning at its present rate, afd in that connection he wrote: 
“It seems, on the whole, most probable that the sun has not illuminated 

- the earth for 100,000,000 years, and almost certain that he has not done so 
for 500,000,000 years. As for the future, we may say with equal certainty 
that the inhabitants of the earth cannot continue to enjey the light and 
heat essential to their life for many millions years longer, unless new 
sources, now unknown to us, are prepared in the great storehouse of crea- 
tion.”

been a planet capable of supporting not only 


public policy which occupy the popular mind. Legislation embodying these 
principles is enacted from time to time. These legislative acts are the 
milestones of riational progress. Party platforms are the renewed state- 
ments of the high water mark of popular sentiment. The men who make 
these platforms and the assembled representatives of the voters at home 
who adopt them, do pot claim that these platforms include the whole 
range of political truth, but do Believe that as many truths are enumerated 
as a majority of the whole people will agree to. . 
Legislative enactments may be experimental; party platforms should 
cover only the domain of such accepted doctrines as it is believed a ma- 
jority of the voters of the country will sustain at the polls. In the field of 
individual action, and sometimes of legislative effort, the individual must 
stand for ideal good; in party politics, never for that which is wrong, but 
sometimes for only a part of that which is right. Women sometimes find 
it difficult to adjust these relative yalues, They sometimes forget—and 
men also forget—that jpopular government must in the nature of things 
be a compromise; that the best men cannot always rule, that the worst men 
seldom rule, but that the average man wears the crown. Jt is within the 
domain of popular education and blessed family life and refined society 


she that is faithful in a few things -and religious teaching to permeate the masses of the people, and so to raise 


the general tone of civil society that the average man shall grow taller 


and stronger and wiser as the generations pase,

The mind needs to be spread and bleached. it wants the simplest 
experiences and wants them pure. Hear Richard Jeffries:

mind, as of the rare prevision of his intellect, that the last words—* un- 
less new sources, now unknown to us, are prepared in the great storehouse 
of creation ”"—should have been added to that remarkable sentence. 

As an example of the extraordinary range of time given to the age of 
‘the earth, consider the following statement from Prof. Juke’s “ Students’ 
Manual of Geology.” He wrote: “Mr. Darwin estimates the time re- 


quired for the denudation of the rocks of the Weald of Kent, or the ero-— 


sion of space between the ranges of chalk hills, known as the North and 
South Downs, at three hundred millions of years. . It may be possible, per- 
haps, that the estimate is a hundred times too great, and that the real time 
elapsed did not exceed three million years, but, on the other hand, it is just 
as likely that the time which actually elapsed since the first commence- 
-ment of the erosion till it was nearly as complete as it now is, was really 
a hundred times greater than his estimate, or 30,000 millions of years.” 

What are the data, it will naturally be asked, on which calculations of 
this magnitude are made? Among the most important are the consideration 
of the underground heat which is constantly being conducted out of the 
earth—in other words, the cooling of the earth, the speed at which the earth 
rotates on its axis, as well as physical properties of rocks at high tem- 
peratures. 

The loss of heat by conduction was Lord Kelvin’s first argument for 
limiting the age of the earth. He found that if the earth had been losing 
heat in the past “ with any approach to uniformity for 20,000 million years, 
the amount of heat lost out of the earth would have been about as much as 
would Heat, by 100 deg. C., a quantity of ordinary surface rock of 100 times

Fifty Years of an Actor’s Life. 
By T. P. O°’CONNOR. 


In his “ Fifty Years of an Actor’s Life,” 
the late Mr. John Coleman retells many stor- 
ies which I read first in a couple of volumes 
he published nearly a score of years ago. 
Among them was this characteristic story 
of Charles Kean: An actor named Rick- 

‘ards, when he ought to have been on the 
stage as Seyton in the fourth act of ** Mac- 
beth,” was telling funny stories in the green- 
room. There was a “ dead stick,”’ and Kean 
was furious. He prowled up and down the 
stage like a tiger, growling, Where's the 
brute? Send him on that I may kill him!” 
At last Seyton hurried on. > 

“What's your grace’s will?” he inquired 
in great trepidation. ‘ 

“Saw you the weird sisters?” fiercely in- 
quired Kean. 


To which Seyton ought, of course, to have | 
replied, No, my lord.” 


But with a desire 
to make matters agreeable to the irate tra- 
gedian, he replied, “ Yes, my lord!” 

Quite taken off his balance, Kean gasped, 
“the d——Il you did! Where are they, then?” 

Utterly unmanned, the wretched Seyton 
replied, “I'll show your majesty, if you'll 
deign to step round the corner.”

Causes of His Success.

. ing place in national politics, and partly to 
his environments in a country district which 
has with some regularity produced a number 
of men active in politica, yet combining & 
high order of personal excellence with a nat- 
ural capacity for large affairs. Of these rural 
groups of politicians, the Albany regency is 

ehistorically the most striking, and Parker 
was on terms of close intimacy with it and a 
warm friend of Grover Cleveland in the early 
days of that stateaman’s ascendency. 

In 1895 Cleveland summoned Parker to 
Washington afid offered him the post of first 
assistant postmaster general with a salary 
of $5,000 a year, but the judge, whose salary 
was but $3,000, declined the honor, In the 
same year the nomination for lletuenant gov- 
ernor of hig state wae offered to him by the 
democrata, but this, too, he declined, and for 
the samie reason that kept him out of Wash- 
ington—his degire to retain his county pres- 
tige at home and to build up a practice that 
already was waiting his pleasure. 

During his long career upon the bench 
in New York Judge Parker has displayed 
an exceptional tendency towarde distinctive 
thought. In insurance cases he has displayed 
a leaning towards the strict enforcement of 
the terme of the policy, even to a greater ex- 
tent than is required by the drift of modern 
decisions 


Some Characteristic Decisions. 


In_a recent case in the New York Court of 
Appeals damages were sought by-a labor 
union from the walking delegates of a rival 
union, who by threats of a strike had caused 
the discharge of membere of the plaintiff's 
union. The court denies the right to relief. 
It puts its decision squarely on the ground 
that it is lawful for a labor union to refuse to 
permit its members to work with fellow 
servants who are members of a rival organ- 
ization, to notify the employer to that effect, 
and to notify him that a strike would be 
ordered unless such servants were dis- 
charged; such action being based upon a 
proper motive, such as to secure the em- 
ployment of approved workmen only, or an 
exclusive preference of employment to its 
“own members; and provided that no force 

employed and no unlawful act commit- 


Judge Parker, speaking for the court, says 
that a man may work for another or not, just 
as he pleases; and that if he pleases not to, 
the lawfulness of his choice is not diminished 
by the fact that the reason he pleases not to 
is that his employer retains In his employ 
some other man to whom he, the workman, 
objects; and if he chooses not to work, of 
course he may stop working; and if he may 
stop working, he may threaten to stop work- 
ing. “‘A man may threaten to do that which 
the law says he may do. ... A labor 
organization has precisely the same rights as 
an individual, to threaten to do that which it 
may lawfully do.” With the chief judge 
vote Judge O’Brien, Judge Haight, and 
Judge Gray, three judges dissent. The court 
thus decided the cage by.a bare majority 
vote. 

The same vote determines the decision of 
the court in regard to the child labor law, 
“which prohibits the employment of a child 
under the age of 141n any factory In the state 
of New York, construing the act as in effect 
declaring that a child under that age pre- 
sumably does not possess the requisite judg- 
ment to be chargeable with congsributory neg- 
ligence or to have assumed the risks of em- 
ployment. Here again the vote of thgcourt 
is 4 to 3, just carried by the chief judge. 

Coming down to the last few we 
Court of Appeals has just had occasion to: 
construe “an act passed by the New York’ 
legislature in 1897 providing that no em- 
ployé should be required to work in a bakery 
or confectionery establishment more than 
sixty hours {n any one week. The court 
holds this to be an exercise of the police pow- 
er, and therefore constitutional. Here again 
Judge Parker carries the court with him by 
a single vote. From writing the dissenting 
opinion on behalf of himself and a single 
other judge, Judge Parker hag in the similar 
bakeries case come to write the opinion of 


the court. The dissenting opinion in the | 


bakeries case is general in its criticism, and 
all furnish an instance of constitutional dis- 
cussion with almost no reference whatever 
to any particular section @f the constitution, 
Perhaps Judge Gray does not go far wrong 
when he refers to Judge Parker's opinion in 
the bakeries case as “ carefully expressed 
and convincing in its reasoning."’ 


Professional Estimate, 


McCready Sykes of the New York bar, 
commenting upon Judge Parker’s numerous 
opinions dissenting from his associates, 


says: 

“Ju Parker’s tendency ie not only to 
hol private ‘litigants strictly to the letter 
of their contracts but is to refrain from rely- 
ing on general principles of policy to nul- 
tify legislative enactments. That this ten- 
dency in both cages illustrates the true path 
of a judge, is, it seems to me, unquestionable. 
We have seen plenty of vicious legislation, 
and.are apt to see plenty more; but after all, 

remedy for this sort of thing is not to be 
found in the judicial department. The rem- 
edy is often as bad as the disease. It hardly 
can be doubted that, even though uninten- 
tionally, the United States Supreme court 
in the iegal.tender cases was to a certain 
extent governed by questions of policy, and 
the resultant legacy of financial heresies 
sowed a crop of disorder and financial per- 
vorvation for more than twenty years thefe- 

ter. 

* We complain of populistic legislation, but 
there are fio worse expressions of populism 
than in some of the sober pronouncements of 
our courts of last resort. The decisions on 
combinations tending to monopoly have left 
the law in a state of combined uncertainty 
and perverseness. The only gafe course for 
the judges to follow seems to be a rigid ad- 
herence to their duties of construction and ‘ 
interpretation, and a resolute refusal] to in- 
terfere with the proper powers of the legis- 
lature. The dangers, passions, and preju- 
dices aroused by pending economic and po- 
litical questions pass away with the course 
of years; but the disintegrating influence 
of courts infected with the virus of fudicial 
legislation lasts for generations. We think 
Judge Parker's hesitancy in extending recog- 
nition of equitable rights, as exemplified 
in the Marlin dnd Roberson cases, unfortun- 
nate, but as an expositor of the constitution

His; broad-shouldérs 
and his, six'feet*of stature lend:to:this kind- 
liness ‘of bearing, while one guessing his age 
might miss it by ten years. 

The out of door’ life of the farm always 
appealed to the man. At the present time 
one’may get an idea of his executive ability 
when it is called to mind that, in addition to 
his duties BS the bench, he is managing 
three farm ne of them the Cortland farm 
upon which he was born, another the farm 
near Accord which came to him through his 
wife, and the third the home farm up the 
Hudson at Esopus. Each of these is making 


money for the judge under his direct man- 
agement. As to Judge Parker’s judicial 
powers and capacities his associate on the 
bench, Judge John Clinton Gray, has sald: 
“I take occasion to say that under the 
attentive leadership and the unwearying ef- 
forts of the present chief judge of this court 
the present arrangement has.worked ad- 
mirably, wonderfully, smoothly, and well.

Resourcefulness Saves Bank. 


Kingston locally has occasion to remem- 
ber the quick ‘resourcefulness of.the man in 
a business. emergency.* Parker was one of 
the trustees, of. the Ulster.County Savings 
bank of Kingston, which one day in Septem- 
ber, 1891, closed its doors because of an em- 
bezzlement by the’ treasurer-and the as- 
sistant treasurer which no long-r coula be 
concealed. The deposits of the bank amount- 
ed to $2,500,000. The embezzlements footed 
nearly $400,000, wiping out the bank’s sur- 
plus and making a big deficiency. The bank 
had invested nearly $1,500,000 of its deposits 
in real estate mortgages, one-half of which 
were in Ulster county. To have closed the 


institution and wound up its affairs in the 
hands of a receiver would have meant the 
foreclosure of these mortgages and the safe 
of the lands at sacrifices, working ruin to 
both farmers and depositors. 

Ween the failure was announced, Judge 
Parker was on his farm near Accord. He 
hastened into town to meet the other trus- 
tees of the institution. But it soon was ap- 
parent that, so far as ways and means went 
in the emergency, Judge Parker was the 
only trustee. 

The first act of Judge Parker as trustee 
was to swear out warrants for the embez- 
zgiers, The.assistant treasurer was locked 
up that night without bail. Next the judge 
attempted to.have a strong fiduciary insti- 
tution: take over an assignment of the mort- 
gages and continue as the bank’s agent. This 
could ..not «be ‘accomplished.. Then his in- 
genuity¢was, brought to the test. He ap- 
peared before the court of equity, asking of 
the judge that instead of his appointing a 
terpporary receiver the court narfe twenty- 
five substantial men of the county to act 
as trustees of the closed bank's business. 
Charlies M. Preston, the state s intend- 
ent of banks, was a resident of “Kingston, 
and the idea met with his approval. Judge 
Parker went out among the business men 
of the place who the confidence of the 
people and made a list of twénty-five men 
willing to serve. These were appointed by

the local court. Judge Fursman of the Su- 
preme court then issued an injunction against 
any depositor drawing out more than 25 per 


cent of his deposits in the Instifution. This 
order precipitated a run on the bank. 


Prevents Run on the Bank. . 


Parker had anticipated the trouble. He 
had brought money from New York, and, 
with the coin heaped in bags behind the 
teller’s window, he jumiped up on the coun- 
ter; calling to the depositors to come on and 
asking them if they thought the bank’s om- 
cers were there to waste time on a broken 
bank. The actfon and the question were 
sufficient. The run was at an end ag sud- 
denly as it began. Only 11 per cent of, the 
depositors presented oe for their 25 per 
cent of deposits, and the bank was saved. 

The treasurer,and his assistant were con- 

*victed and ‘sent.to state’s ‘prison. Then 
Judge Parker was called for to become pres- | 
ident of the institution, a position which he 
took on the stipulation that no salary at- 
tach to the office. He remained president 
of the bank during several years, and when 
he left the place the deposits of the institu- 
tion were several hundred thousand dollars 
greater than they ever had been. Thus end- 
ed the most stirring Incident in all Judge 
Parker’s life, and tt ended to the advantage 
of scores of the good citizens of Kingston 
and Ulster county. -

Country Life o 
HE story of Judge Alton .B. Parker's 
boyhood reads like that of almost 


short time ago his mother, visiting at 
, Derby, Comm., told of the times, she 
‘had to whip him into obedience. How 
he went to the district school, as 
many another rural New Yorker in the 
early ‘60s, i@ commonplace. The usual 
‘‘ Hckings at school, the old boyish pranks, 
the first lesson dn tobacco chewing, helping 
in the harvests, breaking oxen, even fighting 
with his fellows in and out of school, are 
only characteristic of the boy. It is when 
the boy rises in after life to the dignity of a 
national candidacy for the presidency that 
these incidents take on the color of the 
heroic. 

Judge Parker is of revolutionary stock. 
He was bern or a farm that still is In the 
family, near Cortland, N. Y. His father was 
a farmer, son of a farmer, and Judge Par- 
ker’s great-grandfather, who was born in 
Worcester, Mass., in 1751, left his plow at 
the first gun of 1776 to serve in the conti- 
nental army under Washington. 


Is of English Ancestry, 

The Parker family is of English extrac- 
tion. In 1808 Jo Parker came from Mas- 
sachusetts and bought a farm near Cort- 
land, N. Y., the farm that is now owned 
by Alton Brooks Parker. This new citizen 
was regarded as a man of high intelligence 
and education, but handicapped by ill health 
and a farm upon which there was a heavy 
mortgage. To the day of his death ft was 
a grief to this John Parker that he had 
been unable to give his own family the edu- 
cational advantages that had been his own. 
The farm passed to John Parker, third in 
the revolutiomary line, and this John Par- 
ker III, was the father of Alton Brooks 
Parker, born May 14, 1852. 

During twelve years young Parker lived 
and labored on the farm as his age and 
strength permitted. From his father he got 
the idea of an education impressed upon him. 
Attending the district school in winter, he 
often waded snowédrifts that were im 
ble to the slowgoing ox teams. Here, as 
“ Aliie’* Parker, his name was ieft carved 
upon desk and doorpest and on the weather- 
beaten siding of the schoolhouse, He never 
has been referred to as a brilliant pupil 
in these days. Tall and “ leggy and 
full of animal spirits, he took his “‘ hidings ” 
when they would not be postponed tn mercy, 
and when his young spirits had to be kept in 
leash he kept them there. 


Life That of Typical Country Boy. 
In his recreations the boy came in for all 


|an@ more than belonged to the lot of the 


plodding farmer boy of his acquaintance. 
Nature had given him a frame that admitted 
boyish extravagances of spirit. In the husk- 
ing bees that were part of the winter's so- 
clability of the countryside young Parker 
gave good accounts of himself in fights with 
the bare knuckles, or in the catch-as-catch- 
can roustabouts that scarcely were less 
marked by -the element of brute force. He 
swam in Brown's pond with all the enthu- 
siasm of his fellows, or, 4n winter, he skated 
with the swiftest, and kept to the sport long 
after his competitors had tired out. e was 
fifer in the rural fife and drum and 
the circus was-.a glimpse of paradise. 
Between school and the recreations that 
were so few in summer was the work on the 
farm. In retrospect this work is not so chill- 
ing to the man that he cannot turn to the 
pitchfork and the plow handles of his home 
farm today, finding recreation init. Sunday 
was one of the black spots in the memory 
of the boy. His father was a Presbyterian 
of the strictest John Knox type, and the Par- 
ker family was noted In all that section of

Little is: known about the creature, but it 
is conjectured that this coloration is protective, harmonizing 
with patches of snow and black rocks among which it lives. 

One of the most brilliantly colored of all monkeys occurs 
in Tibet, known as the orange snub nosed monkey. It lives in 
troupes amid the taller trees.
